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THE OPIUM MONOPOLY BLUFF. 


The opium market is on a firm foot- 
ing. Ofthatthere is no doubt. The 
long-continued droughts, of which 
so much has been said in our col- 
umns and elsewhere, has certainly 
rendered the autumnal sowings very 
unsatisfactory, and the consequent 
prospects of alight crop next spring 
have greatly strengthened the mar- 
ket and imbued prices with a hard- 
ness which, it is thought, will con- 
tinue throughout the winter. Dur- 
ing the past week reports of frosts 
have come to hand from Turkey. It 
is apparently the purpose of the pro 
mulgators of these reports to impress 
the markets all over the world with 
the idea that what damage was not 
done by the droughts has been done 
by the frosts. It should not, how- 
ever, be lost sight of that the opium 
growing districts of Turkey cover a 
large area and that it is highly im- 
probable that the whole opium pro- 
ducing territory would be seriously 
affected. This theory is borne out by 
the fact that in the primary markets 
the price has been advanced only one 
or two pence per pound, A very se- 
rious damage to the growing vrop 
would have been likely to cause a 
greater enhancement of values than 
the one reported. Time was when 
suca reports from Turkey would have 
caused more or less excitement in 
this market, but dealers are now in- 
clined to look the situation squarely 
in the face to avoid being carried 
away by the too bullish reports of 
which Turkey is productive. An- 
other consideration worth dwelling 
upon is the possible success of the 
spring sowings. Because the au- 
tumnal sowings have proved some- 
what of a failure, there is no ground 
for assuming that the same mis- 
fortune will attend the spring sow- 
ings. The result of thess may be 
most successful, and although the 
present outlook is favorable to con- 
tinued strength, an absplute shortage 
need scarcely be feared. 


Another phase of the situation is 
portrayed in the following item, pub- 
lished in the last number of an Eng- 
lish contemporary. We give it in 
toto. 

The Standard correspondent in Constan- 
tinople, stated that “two Palace favorites 
recently sent in a demand fora monopoly of 
the opium produce of Turksy The matter 
was referred to the Chamber of Commerce, 
which, having regard to the influential po- 
sition occupied at Yildiz by the would-be 
concessionnaires, at once hastened to report 
favorably upon the scheme. The time” con- 
tinues the correspondent, “was well chosen 
tosubmit the project. for, technically. the 
Government would be within its right in 
granting the privilege, as the commercial 
treaties with the Powers have expired, and 
new ones have not come into force; but the 
monopoly of an international product like 
opium would be opposed to the spirit of both 
the old treaties and those in process of nego- 
tiation. Several members of the Council 
of State intend opposing the scheme, as 
being contrary to the interests of the coun- 
try atlarge.” We telegraphed at once to 
the British Consul in Constantinople, and to 
our regular correspondent in Smyrna, ask- 
ing them to inform us whether there was 
any ground for believing that such a mon- 
opoly would be granted. The Consul’s 
reply is as follows: 

“Opium monopoly contrary to commercia 
policy of empire. Granting most unlikely.” 

And our Smyrna correspondent wires al- 
most simultaneously: 

“Private parties are endeavoring to obtain 
from the Government an opium monopoly. 
Request is not likely to be — enter- 
tained, as the Ambassadors of all the Powers 
would certainly protest against it.” 

The monopoly, if granted. would probably 
run on the lines similar to that upon which 
the tobacco regie is worked in Turkey. But, 
judging from the replies we have quoted, it 
seems very improbable that anything more 
will be heard of the proposal for the present. 
The handing over ofa drug of the import- 
ance of opium to a clique‘of monopolists 
would certainly be highly injurious to all the 
legitimate traders in the article. 

The foregoing article needs nocom 
ment. Of course if the proposed mo- 
nopoly were successfully effected, it 


would doubtless result in raising the 
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But the dealers in 
the local market feel that the two 
cablegrams priuted in the above are 
really the key to the situation, and 
that the monopoly scheme is a game 
of simple bluff. Moreover, protests 
against this scheme have been sent 
out not only from the United States, 
but also from England and other 
countries. The success of the scheme 
is, of course, a possibility, but it is so 
highly improbable that no serious 
apprehensions are entertained re- 
garding the matter.

THE QUININE SITUATION. 


On Tuesday last a bark auction was 
held in London, at which 500,000 
pounds of cinchona bark were offered 
for saie. Up to time of going to 
press we have only cable advices re- 
garding the result of the sale, and al- 
thougb no particulars have as yet 
come to hand, all the cablegrams re- 
port the sales to have been effected at 
unchanged prices. The position 
abroad seems to bea strong one. 
If sales have not been _ particu- 
larly numerous or particularly large, 
prices at least have been well main- 
tained. 

Last year about this time quinine 
began to advance from seventeen and 
a half cents until in February twenty- 
two cents was reached. Many are now 
anticipating such a movement this 
year. The marketisin a far better 
condition for an advance than it was 
a year ago. All the speculative lots 
have been taken up, and stocks are 
comparatively concentrated. The 
cheap eighteen cents lots, which in 
our market report of a fortnight ago 
we stated to be then in the market, 
have been all bought up, and a halfa 
cent higher now forms the bottom of 
the market. 

The price of domestic quinine is a 
dead weight on the market. The idea 
that ‘‘Philadelphia could not long sit 
upon the market’’ seems to be ex- 
ploded, inasmuch as Philadelphia has 
sat upon the market for many weeks, 
and shows no signs of a desire to re- 
linquish that position. The trade in 
first hands for foreign bulk is there- 
fore confined to filling contracts, 
which, it is reported, cover the whole 
of 1893. and, according to the state- 
ment of the manufacturers of one of 
the leading brands, to selling in vials 
at the basis of twenty-one cents per 
ounce. Second hands are doing the 
bulk business, at figures already in- 
dicated. 

A rumor has found some foot hold 
in the market to the effect that for- 
eign bulk*is being re-shipped to the 
other side, where, in the London mar- 
ket, better figures can be obtained 
than here. This story, although there 
may be some truth in it, probably 
grew out of the fact that one brand of 
German quinine has been withdrawn 
from this market, and the supply 
sent back to Europe. 

> 

LOW PRICED PARAFFINE WAX. 

According to the latest reports from 
the other side the paraffine wax mar- 
ket, in the United Kingdom at least, 
is thoroughly demoralized. Among 
the Scotch producers the state of af- 
fairs is exceedingly bad and seems to 
have resolved itself into a scramble 
for business without regard to 
prices. The extract from a leading 
London journal, which we publish 
on another page, more clearly 
and accurately defives the situation, 
than any report’ yet printed. It is 
quite true that the outlook, for the 
Scotch industry is worse than it was 
a month ago. Not one of the pro- 
ducers was then able to make a profit, 
and as there has been a further de- 
cline in prices in the interval, their 
losses must of necessity be grow- 
ing heavier and heavier. In fact, 
the price now realized does not more 








than cover the cost of turning the 
shale into oil and wax. It leaves 
no margin for salary charges, the 
cost of making the product and other 
expenses incident to conducting the 
business. 

The former prices were due to the 
high cost of making the Scotch pro- 
ducts, and, as the American man- 
ufacturers were always opposed 


to high prices, now that the 
community of interests no longer 
exists, it is safe to say that 


they have gone never to return. The 
era of low prices is now in full swing: 
but the limit of the downward move- 
ment has not apparently been reached, 
In this country the production of par- 
affine wax has been steadily, and for 
the past two years rapidly growing as 
aresultof the increasing numberof 
small refineries,whose aggregate pro- 
duction makes alarge addition to the 
total output of all the works in 
the ‘country. With the growth of 
production competition has increased 
until it has reached the point where 
the question of price is of less im- 
portance than the securing of an out- 
let for the wax. This is evidenced by 
the fact that while the nominal quo- 
tation is four and a half cents for 
crude wax, of 126° melting point 
four cents is readily accepted 
by some of the sellers » and 
might not be refused by any of 
them. Naturally in this state of af- 
fairs the demand is not at all: brisk. 

Unless the Scotch producers can 
find some cheaper way of making 
paraffine scale and oils, or accept the 
advice contained in the above men- 
tioned article, to suspend operations 
wholly or partially for the present, it 
would seem to be only a question of 
time when the industry will be as 
dead as is that of distilling oil from 


coal in this country.

HEAVY PETROLEUM EXPORTS. 


The exports of petroleum have' been 
unusually heavy this year and have 
continued so later in the season than 
in previous years. Ordinarily the 
month of October shows the largest 
amount of exports of petroleum and 
November a decided decrease, but 
this year, while the exports during 
October were heavy, reaching a total 
of 58,597,609 gallons refined and 9,853,- 
540 gallons crude, or 87,983,685 gallons 
reduced to crude equivalent, those 
during the month just closéd have 
exceeded this amount and the ship- 
ments are continuing at an unprece- 
dented rate. The shipments during 
October were equivalent to 2,094,849 
barrels of forty-two gallons, which is 
about 567,020 barrels less than the 
runs reported by the pipe lines for 
that month. The exports during 
November were probably larger than 
the reported runs, but the official fig- 
ures are not yet made public. This 
increase is due principally to an au- 
thoritative report to the effect that the 
French government will impose a 
heavy import tax on petroleum to 
take effect on January 1, 1893, and 
consequently supplies are being hur- 
ried forward in anticipation of this, 
Vessels of all descriptions have been 
engaged to load oil for French parts 
and refineries have been taxed to 
their utmost capacity to supply the 
demand, though since the incoming 
of the present month few sailing ves- 
sels have been engaged and the ship- 
ments this month will be confined to 
steamers, which alone give assurance 
of reaching their destination before 
the time the proposed new dnty is to 
go into effect. It is reported that the 
stocks of vil in French ports are 
already larger than ever before known 
and before the: end of the present 
month they will reach proportions 
that will prevent the necessity of pay-~ 
ing the increased duty for many 
months, Storage facilities have been 
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increased in all the - principal French 
ports, and tankage has been erected 
where heretofore only barreled oil 
was reeeived. From present uppear- 
ances it will probably be along time 
before the French Government will 
realize much by reason of a heavy in- 
crease in the import duty on petro- 


leum. 


ADULTERATED OLIVE OIL. 


The attention that has recently been 
directed to the business in adul- 
terated olive oil seems to have had 
the effect of making sellers of the 
stuff more cautious in their negotia- 
tions with buyers, as less of it has 
been offered openly of late, whereas 
formerly little or no secret was made 
of the business, the sellers justifying 
themselves by the claim that for the 
purpose for which it is intended the 
adulterated oil answers as well as the 
pure article and costs less. However, 
there is no contention on that point, 
the question being whether the con- 
sumer is in all cases undeceived 
as to the quality of the stock he pur- 
chases. It is questionable, whether 
subject 
has not in a measure defeated its ob- 
ject. Clandestine traffic in spurious 
or inferior articles is admittedly more 
injurious to the welfare of legitimate 
trade than open dealing in the same 
class of goods can possibly be. In 
the one case the consumer, who is the 
person whose interests are most af- 
fected, is aware that goods made from 
adulterated stock may be foisted upon 
him if he does not exercise judment 
and care in purchasing, while in the 
other his ignorance of the existence 
of such practices makes him an easy 
mark for unscrupulous manufact- 


of the

‘However, as the sellers of adulter- 
ated olive oil have been compelled to 
appreciate that their business having 
been held up to public scrutiny can- 
not be openly prosecuted with entire 
safety, it is possible to go a step 
further, and force them to legitimatize 
it by offering the oil for what it is—a 
mixture of two valuable products, 
which either alone or in combination 
may with perfect propriety be sold on 
their merits. It is simply required 
that any reputable dealer whose busi- 
ness may be injured by competition 
with the adulterators, exercise his 
right under the law to not only re- 
strain them from illicit trading, but 
bring punishment upon them for the 


offense. 


Even the most hopeful do not ex 
pect that a practice which is about as 
old as civilization itself should be 
wiped out of existence by the applica- 
tion of measures provided by law- 
makers, but that it can be checked 
and made nearly harmless has been 
proved in many cases. This fact lends 
encouragement to some of the deal- 
ers in pure olive oil, and it is possible 
that they, putting aside the natural 
aversion of business men to the per- 
loss of time 
and money necessitated by such lit- 
igation, will invoke the law to pro-

Among the busiest of the busy 
firms in the drugard chemical trade 
is that of H. J..Baker & Bro. The 
constantantly increasing demand for 
their manufacture of castor oil is 
taxing their works to the utmost 
capacity. Their superior grade f re- 
fined camphor is also meeting with 
large sales. In fact for the present it 
is largely sold ahead. The increased 
activity for this always popular brand 
of camphor is largely due tothe un- 
settled and exciting condition of the 
foreign market, where marked ad- 
vances have occurred, 


The emery used in grinding glass 
in this country is all oo but in 
the talcose silica recently discovered 
in Colorado and Maine, there is, per- 
haps, an abundance for all our needs. 
A gentleman has made various trips 
to the Maritime Provinces in search 
of silica deposits, and it is now an- 
nounced that he has acquired 21 lakes 
and ponds in Westchester and Cum- 
berland counties, Nova Scotia, which 
have an area ranging from 15 acres to 
2% square miles. Each of these ponds 
has its bed covered with silica, the 
deposits ranging from two to eight 
feet in depth. 


A composition, which is designed 
for use with bearings, commutator 
brushes, projectile covers, may, it is 
stated, be prepared by mixing plum- 
bago in excess, with wood or other 
vegetable fiber, The materials are 
mixed with water, and the plastic 
mixture moulded under pressure. 
The mould is so arranged that the 
water in escaping tends to set the 
fibers on end with regard to the bear- 
ing surface. When moulded the 
article is dried and mptemees with 
linseed oil, and the oil finally hard- 
ened by the application of heat. 


Supervising Special Agent Tingle, 
in his report to the Secretary of the 
Treasury, renews his suggestion that 
the duty on smoking opium be re- 
duced to $4 or $5 per pound. That, 
he believes, will remove the tempta- 
tion to smuggle the stuff, a practice 
now and for a long time past largely

“The whaling barks Freeman and 
Osca of San Francisco stopped at the 
island and reported that on Oet. 6, the 
whaling bark Helen Mar of San Fran- 
cisco, had been caught in the in the 
Arctic Ocean, about 1,000 miles north 
of the island of St. George, and 
crushed in. On Oct. 8, the Osca 
picked up from a cake of floating ice 
the fifth mate and four men of the 
Helen Mar, all badly frozen. The 
Freeman the day after picked up in 
an open boat one of the crew of the 
Helen Mar, who, after three days, 
died of exposure. The remainder of 
the crew of the Helen Mar, number- 
ing forty men, and including Capt. 
Baxter, perished. Oapt. Healy re- 
ports that he believes all vessels have 
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now left the Arctic, the Freeman and 
Osca being the last to depart. The 
whaling season has been most suc- 
cessful, the capture being reported at 
200 whales, valued at $1,500,000."” 


Ex-Gov. Campbellof Ohio, William 
Allen, R. J. Deane, Arthur B. Town- 
send, George Greene, all of New York 
city; John Weir of Wyoming, and 
Charles I. Barnes of Chicago, have 
formed themselves into a company 
with a capital of $3,000,000 for the de- 
velopment of a vast quantity of pro- 
perty in various portions of Wyom 
ing.

The plant of the Consolidated Tank 
Line Oil Company in Dubuque, Iowa. 
was conveyed to the Standard Oil 
Company last week. and notice of the 
conveyance filed with the ‘County 
Recorder. 


The United States Pipe Line Com- 
pany, the new concern which is lay- 
ing a pipe line from the Bradford 
fleld to tidewater in this vicinity, has 
found it difficult to secure a right of 
way, and its attempts to cross rail- 
roads, bridges, streams, and through 
the streets of villages. has encoun- 
tered the opposition of those whose 
property is menaced or is sought to 
be appropriated. 


Because of a heavy import tax 
which the French Government 
threatens to impose upon petroleum 
after January 1, 1893, one of the great- 
est rushes ever seen among the pe- 
troleum exporters is now in progress 
both here and at Philadelphia. Both 
steam and sail crafts are being hurried 
around from neighboring ports in or- 
der that the vessels may reach France 
or clear the Custom House before 
New Year’s day. 


The transportation of petroleum to 
foreign countries is surrounded by 
many peculiarities. The stexmship 
City of Belfast loads petroleum at 
Philadelphia for Greece, although 
the Russian oil wells are several 
thousand miles nearer. She willthen 
go to Batoum and load petroleum for 
Japan and travel on the same route 
as vessels loaded with similar product 
from Philadelphia, which have to 
= many miles further with their 
oil. 


The German ship H. Bischoff, form- 
erly the transatlantic steamship City 
of Paris, now on her way from Lon- 
don to Key West, has been ordered 
to Philadelphia to load 100,000 cases 
of refined petroleum for Japan. She 
was built by the Napiers, at Glasgow, 
in 1865. ecause of having been a 
steamer, although stronger than 
many of the modern sailing vessels, 
some difficulty was experienced in 
chartering her for a long voyage. 


What is undoubtedly the strongest 
natural gas well ever found in the In- 
diana belt is a roaring monster north 
of Muncie which cannot be gotten 
under control. A few days since 
Walley & Spellacy drilled a well on 
the Spiker farm for the Whitely 
reaper works. The well was more 
than the average, but the next day it 
was discovered that the pressure had 
raised toan enormous degree, and it 
has since hourly increased until it 
has become impossible to anchor the 
well or do anything with it. It isim- 
possible to force a sledge hammer, 


crowbar or anything in the hole. The 
earth trembles in a frightful manner. 
The well is estimated at over 10,000,- 
000 feet, and the apparatus used to 
anchor the monster Jumbo well at 
Fairmount is useless here, 


One of the most phenomenal oil 
genes ever struck in the St. Mary’s 

eld has been completed on the Hol- 
lister farm, in Portage township, 
Hancock county, O. e flow of oil 
became so strong as to hurl the heavy 
drilling tools from the hole. The 
first hour the well flowed about 2,000 
barrels, or at the rate of 48,000 bar- 
rels per day. The surrounding 
country is being flooded with oil, 
owing to the company’s inability to 
construct sufficient tanks. 


The Waters-Pierce Oil Company 
have commenced the construction of 
large warehouses and wharves be- 
tween Monterey, Mex., and Tampico 
Bar. A deep-water frontage on the 
Panuco River was obtained from the 
Monterey and Mexican Gulf Rail- 
road, and an oil tank will be con- 
structed on the river front. Itis the 
intention of the company to make 
Tampico headquarters for the oil 
business of Mexico. 


Kerosene oil is still causing trouble 
at Council Bluffs. The merchants 
very much object to the advance of 
25 per cent. imposed in insurance 
rates where the praetice of using ker- 
osene oil for sweeping is prevalent, 
and the increased rate is almost pro- 
hibitory. Ina circular addressed to 
the insurance companies signed by 
twenty-two of the prominent business 
houses, it is stated that ifthe advance 
is insisted upon they will all place 
their insurance in outside companies, 
or in any casein those which do not 
object to the use of oil for sweeping.

Borax Situation in California. 


San Francisco, Nov. 25, 1892. 


Shipments of borax contirue in the 
ascendant. During the past two 
weeks the shipments by sea have 
much exceeded a million pounds. 
This is the best record ever made in 
the history of the trade, and is some- 
thing phenomenal. Part of it is 
owing to the low freights now pre- 
vailing, owing to the competition of 
the clipper ships. Details are as fol 
lows: 487,174 lbs., valued at $30,873, 
by the San Juan; 200,495 lbs.. $14,000, 

er Elwell; 317,084 lbs., $13,840, per 

ity of New York; and 201,662 lbs., 
$14000, per Berlin. This gives a 
totul of 1,206,415 lbs ,valued at $72,713. 
The steamers via Panama are there- 
fore running the clipper ships pretty 
hard for the trade, and managed dur- 
ing the present month to carry off the 
greater portion of it. We have now 
shipped since January Ist, 1892, over 
12,0U0,000 pounds of borax. The trade 
is developing in a wonderful manner, 
and from the increased trade of the 
past year it is allowable to predict al- 
most any increase of it in the future. 





The Position of the Scotch Oil Trade. 


Referring to the successive misfor- 
tunes that have been experienced by 
the Scotch mineral oil trade, the Lon- 
don Economist of recent date says: 
“Since the reduction of 4d per fb in 
the price of paraffine scale, there has 
been a further break of %d per tb, and 
all the relative products have pratic- 
ally collapsed in value. Paraffine 
candles have been lowered no less 
than 10d per dozen pounds, and asthe 
finer qualities are being now sold at 
the same rates as the commoner sorts 
—the competition being so keen that 
some special inducements have to be 
held out to buyers in order to effect 
business—the actual drop is even 
more severe than that indicated by 
10d. At the meetings held in London 
in the early part of last month it was 
hoped that the agreement come to be- 
tween the Standard Oil Company and 
the Scotch Associated Companies for 
the protection of theirinterests against 
the defection that had taken place in 
the trade in Scotland, would prove 
effective ; but scarcely had the parties 
separated when underhand cutting 
began by some of the Scotch com- 
panies—partners in the agreement— 
and the Standard representatives. on 
learning this, have declared the bar- 
gain atan end, and are now acting 
independently. The Scotch compan- 
ies are, of course, all on the same 
footing, and a general scramble, it 
may be said, is going on to secure 
such business as may offer. Where 
it will all end it is dificult to say; but 








this much is certain, that, black as 
the outlook for the Scotch trade was 
a couple of month ago, it is now much 
worse. Inthe best informed circies 
it is questioned if a single company is 
now making ends meet; and as the 
struggle is one, in very truth, of the 
survival of the fittest, the issue next 
spring, when the yearly balances fall 
to be made up, will be serious, if not 
disastrous for all concerned. But it 
is recognized that, as events have of 
late transpired, no other recourse is 
readily available; the weaknesses in 
the trade are apparently too deep 
to permit of any butthe mostdrastic 
remedy being applied. 

‘What the future policy of the Stand- 
ard Company may be is one of the un- 
certain and anxious elements in the 
situation. After what has been dis- 
closed—the breaches of faith on the 
part of the majority of the producers 
—it is not at alllikely that Mr. Bed- 
ford and his party will have anything 
to do with the Scotch makers; and as 
he has all along been an advocate of 
low prices, so as to develop consump- 
tion, it is most improbable that he 
will even unofficially acquiesce in an 
early advance from the present ruin- 
us level. The proper course for the 
more crippled con: erns probably would 
be to suspend operations, partially 


at least, until the times mend; uatil ’ 


consumption comes closer to produc 
tion, and the natural law of supply 
and demand asserts its legitimate ih- 
fluenee. The present policy of keep- 
ing works running to their full cap- 
acity, postponing the pavment of 
debts, and selling products at the 
same time below cost, can but end in 
common disaster, only modified in 
degree even as respects the strongest 
undertakings. Unfortunately, how- 
ever, from the jealousy that prevails 
there is little likelihood of that course 
being followed.”’ 

Mr. E. T. Bedford was asked by a 
representative of the Reporter for his 
opinion of the Economists, view of the 
situation. He said. ‘As I under- 
stand the matter, the present price 
does not admit of shale being mined 
profitably—that is, a new dollar can 
not be got for an oldone. It simply 
covers the cost of converting the shale 
into the various products, It is quite 
true that the higher prices of the past 
were due to the high cost of making 
these Scotch products, We have al- 
ways been opposed to these high 
prices and it is perfectly safe to pro 
phesy that they have gone never to 
return.”

The Wyandotte Soda Ash Troubles. 


A hearing was had last week on the 
suit of Milton R. Wood against J. B. 
Ford & Co., before tho United States 
Court, at which the defendants’ side 
was presented and which is given in 
the Detroit Free Press as follows. 


The history of the Wyandotte com- 
pany and the defendants’ side of 
the case was given in an affidavit 
signed by J. B. Ford. According to 
it the Fords are stockholders, direc- 
tors and officers in the Pittsburg 
Plate Glass Company, doing business 
at Creighton, Ford City and else- 
where in Pennsylvania. The corpora- 
tion uses in the manufacture of plate 
glass about 125 tons of soda ash a 
week. Prior to 1890, Ford deposes, 
there had been but one manufactory 
of soda ash in the United States, the 
Solvay Process Company, atSyracuse, 
N. Y. Ford had been for some time 
considering the advisability of manu- 
facturing soda ash for the glass com- 

any and for sale to other parties. 
Wood came to him, represented hin- 
self as an expert at the soda ash busi- 
ness, declared hat a concern could 
be erected for $180,000, which, fitted 
with his patents, could produce at 
least fifteen tons of soda ash per day 
at an aggregate cost of $20 23 per ton, 
not including the cost of selling. 
Ford did not know much about the 
chemistry of soda ash, and had no 
way of testing Wood’s process or the 
truth of his representations. This 
fact Ford alleges, was commented on 
in their interviews, and Wood is said 
to have assured Ford that he ex 
pected, and was perfectly willing, to 
put his patents to the test, and that 
he expected nothing except his salary 
unless he could erect a plant capable 
of producing the results he had men- 
tioned. Relying thus on Wood’s rep- 
resentations, Ford agreed to advance 
the funds necessary to enable Wood 
to test his process, and he agreed that 
when the success of the process should 
have been demonstrated, then, and 
not till then, a corporation should be 
formed with a capital stock of $200,- 
000, of which the complainant should 
have $20,000 worth for his patented 
process, 


Ford declares that he never agreed 
that Wood should have any interest 
whatsoever in the building, the 
plant, the land, the machinery or the 
manufactured product, during the 
erection, or at any time, before the 
issuance of the stock in the corpora- 
tion. Wood’s interest in the venture, 
according to Ford, was to have been 
entirely dependent and contingent 
upon the success of the plant, and of 
his ability to erect for $180,000 a plant 
capable of producing soda ash of the 
highest quaiity at a cost at least as 
lowas the cost of manufacturing it 
elsewhere in the United States. he 
plant was not finished on time, and 
when it did get into working order 
the output was small and costly. 
Most of the ach was purchased by 
the Pittsburg Plate Glass Company, 
who had before that time purchased 
from the Syracuse firm. The Wyan- 
dotte Company could not furnish the 
amount contracted for and the kind 
they did furnish, Ford says, made so 
inferior a quality of giass that it 
could not be put upon the market. 
The Pittsburg company had finally 
to dispose of their soda ash at a low 
rate to a paper mill, where a low 
grade chemical was required, and 
as their ash in the open mar- 

et at_an increased expense, for 
which Ford had to compensate the 
glass a out of his own pocket, 
As he was losing money at both 
ends, he employed A. G. Haddock, 
an English expert to make an exam- 
ination of the Wyandotte works and 
find out what the trouble was, 


Haddock’s investigation, Ford con- 
tinues, showed that the soda ash 
under Wood's way of manufacturing 
was $56.59 per ton, including only the 
actual cost of material and labor, 
while the American market price was 
$31.50; furthermore, that the average 
output had been only five tons per 
day, and the highest twelve tons, and 
that had been accomplished only by 
wrenching and straining the ma- 
chinery. According to the expert’s 
figures it would cost Ford $75,000’ to 
put the plant in shape, which meant 
a loss to him of nearly $100,000 on his 
soda ash venture. 


Ford declares that in December 
last he and the other defendants bee 
came convinced that Wood was un- 
able to manufacture soda ash of a 
first quality or at a profit, thata 
large amount of the money he had 
advanced had been utterly wasted; 
that a large part of the plantand ma- 
chinery erected under Wood’s super- 
vision was worthless for the puvepe 
for which it was put up; that the 
business was a failure, and that in 
order to prevent the loss of the entire 
investment. which cost him an aggre- 
gate of $333,000, it was absolutely 
necessary that all connection with the 
complainant should be broken off, 
and that Ford, for his own protection, 
should take possession of the property 
for the purpose of saving some of the 
money advanced. He had, therefore, 
taken possession, after receiving the 
advice from his attorney. 


In his affidavit, the English expert, 
Haddock, who has had twenty years’ 
experience at Runcorn and Widnes, 
England, deposes that the average 
cost to manufacture the commercial 
chemical on the other side of the At- 
lantic is about $18 per ton and its 
selling price $30 per ton, He ex- 
amined the plant, machinery and ap- 
paratus erected under Wood’s super- 
vision at Wyandotte, and he regards 
the construction throughout as very 
faulty, not alone in regard to those 
parts covered by Wood’s patents, but. 
in regard to other parts in the appar- 
atus. Under the most favorable Cile 
cumstances he does not think that the 
works could produce more than twelve 
tons per day. The essential port‘ons 
of Wood’s apparatus, Haddock de- 
clares, are defective, badly propor- 
tioned and wrongly arranged, and the 
connecting machinery is in many in- 
stances badly constructed and ineffec- 
tive. He characterizes Wood’s in- 
vention as primitive and absurd, and 
states that, it will be impossible to 
manufacture soda ash successfully 
with the existing plant. He declares 
that the only way Ford can save his 
investment is by rearrarging and re- 
building the whole plant. 


The introduction of the affidavits of 
Mr, Ford and Mr. Haddock took the 
complainant’s solicitor by surprise, 
and he desired to introduce some 
letters to contradict the statements 
made in the depesitions. Judge 
Swan, however, ordered him to serve 
copies of them upon the defendants, 
in order that they might have achance 
to make explanations. Pending such 
service, matters were left in status 
quo, andthe hearing was adjourned 
until December 12, 
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Canada Petroleum Report. 


There is a feeling akin to gloom pre- 
vailing among producers in conse- 
uence of the dullness observable on 
’Change. Itis not so much the de- 
cline in prices as the apathy evinced 
by those who have ullalong been active 
in the line of buying, to which this 
feeling may be attributed, and we 
presume the small producers who are 
necessitated to sell as often as pos- 
sible, will not findthe present condi- 
tion of things advantageous, as they 
will have to depend upon selling to 
the tanking companies ; not that those 
concerns are known to take any ad- 
vantage of the forced seller, but that 
odde and ends when handled by 
others, give stimulus to the trade in 
small lots, whenever, as might be ex- 
pected, competition is rife even with 
prices pretty low in the scaie, there 
exists contemporaneously, a more 
hopeful feeling all ’round. With those 
who can afford to bide their time and 
take chances as to future prices, it is 
different than with the individual 
whose little spare funds were placed 
On a venture, a return from which 
cannot come too soon. At this season 
of the year dullness may naturally be 
looked for. The output by refiners 
has been very good, but, of course, 
there is a falling off to a considerable 
extent, fall orders having been at- 
tended to as proptly as possible, leav- 
ing the business just now less active 
than during the rush. Of course, 
there is a fair share being done, and 
while there is not absolute dullness 
to report, quietude characterizes the 
trade. Oomparatively ee the 
visible supply of crude, from what we 
can gather, stands about on a par 
with the quantity on hand a yeuarago; 
however, at the close of the present 
year more definite information as to 
this question will be available. 
Should prices take a heavy drop the 
inevitable result to small producers, 
would be to drop out. It is to be 
hoped that matters will not come to 
this stage, but we cannot forecast 
coming events which, although they 
&@ e accredited with casting their shad- 
dows before, in respect to the oil ques- 
tion. The application of the aphor- 
ism is not happy; the question is too 
slippery for that. Past experience 
has proved the fallacy of counting too 
certainly on the future. The rough 
weather we have of late, and conse- 
quentiy bad roads, have retarded 
Trilling operations, especially where- 
ever circumstances were otherwise 
unfavorable, as, for instance, in the 
ee why field. On low, undrained 
territory drillers have been unable to 
do anyt ing. 
During the past week there have 
been no transactions on Exchange 
and we have no way of finding out the 
eee ofcrude. There have, however, 
en a few private sales, but as they 
are private it is equally hard to quote 
the figure. Refined is selling at 10% 
and 11 cents, car lots.—Pelrolia Topic. 
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The Right of Some Common Carriers to 
Discriminate in Rates. 


A case of considerable importance 
to common carriers, as well as to 
those who employ their services, has 
ust been decided at the General 
erm of the Supreme Court, Judges 
Van Brunt and O’Brien writing the 
opinions. The case was thatofG. F. 
Lough & Oo. vs. the Quebec Steam- 
ship Company, and A. E. Outer- 
bridge & Co., its New Yok agents, 
and the facts briefly stated are as 
follows: Previously to December, 
1891, the steamship company had 
charged fifty cents a _ barrel for 
freight sent by its line of steamers 
running between Few York and the 
Windward Islands. After that date 
the rate was forty cents a barrel. 
which was alleged to be just and 
equitable. The steamer El Callao, 
carrying the mails between this port 
and Venezuela and usually going out 
with a light cargo, offered, inasmuch 
as the Windward Islands were in the 
course of its voyage, to complete its 
cargo with Wihdward Island freight 
at thirty cents a barrel. ‘In order to 
meet this competition the Quebec 
Steamship Company offered to carry 
freight at twenty-five cents a barrel 
onits steamers which left this por 
on the sailing-day of El Callao. 
When Lough & Oo. offered freight at 
this rate they were told that they 
would be charged the regular price 
unless they would agree to send all 
their shipments by the Quebee 
Steamship Oompany’s line. ‘{here- 
upon, they secured an injunction 
against the company from Judge 
Lawrence. This injunction the Gen- 
eral Term of the Supreme Oourt has 
just vacated. 

‘In his opinion Judge Van Brunt 
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holds that the plaintiffs were not en- 
titled to the equitable relief of an in- 
junction, but that they should have 
sought in a common law action to re- 
cover whatever freight they may 
have been compelled to pay in excess 
of a just rate. He holds also that 
the steamship company was not 
uilty of an unjust discrimination 
etween shippers, but was engaged 
in a legitimate effort to protect them- 
selves from competition. The case 
was distinguished from many cited 
by plaintiff’s counsel, because the3e 
latter related to common carriers 
who had exercised the right of em- 
inent domain and who were for this 
reason bound to extend equal rates 
and facilities unconditionally to all. 
He held that in the case at bar, as 
the defendent was a foreign corpora- 
tion which had never exercised the 
right of eminent domain, it was a 
“simple” common carrier, unassisted 
oF the public and therefore without 
obligation toward the public.

Mexican Tariff Changes. 


REPORT BY SECRETARY OF LEGATION 
DOUGHERTY, 


I hasten to transmit copy and trans- 
lation of a decree just promulgated 
by this Government and published in 
to-day’s issue of the Diario Oficial. 
The decree relates to the Mexican 
customs tariff, and effects many im- 
portant changes therein. hese 
changes consist of very material re- 
ductions upon certain items; the 
placing of one item, i.e., waste and 
torn paper, pulse of vegetable fibers. 
ete., used for manufacturing pur. 
poses, on the free list; and the re- 
moval from the free list and the im- 
position of a “lightduty”’ upon about 
twentv items. 

The decree discloses, as the rea- 
sons for these respective changes, 
the fact that some foreign merchan- 
diseis so heavily taxed in the tariff 
now in force that their importation 
has become almost null, the recent 
depreciation of silver and the needs 
of the federal exchequer urging that 
artieles of large consumption hitherto 
free should contribute their quota of 
revenue, 

The deeree takes effect on Decem- 
ber 1, 1892, as far as concerns mer- 
chandise on which the import duties 
are therein reduced and on January 
1, 1893 as far as concerns other mer- 
chandise ; ‘‘provided, in all cases, the 
same are introduced by the frontier, 
or the vessels carrying the same to 
the port of destination enter such 
port after the hour of midnight of the 
day just preceding.” 


DECREE AMENDING THE MEXICAN TARIFF. 


1, It being absolutely necessary to 
confer upon the tariff of the general 
customs ordinance of the maritime 
and frontier custom houses all the 
character of stability required in con- 
nection with pursuits of commerce 
und industry,it is not prudent to alter 
the rates of import duties only as ex- 
perience itself may demonstrate fully 
the necessity for such modification, 

2. That some foreign goods are so 
heavily taxed in the customs ordi- 
nance tariff now in force that their 
importation is almost null, on ac- 
count of the weight of duty, as is 
evidenced by reference to the statis- 
tical tables of imports drafted in the 
custom houee statements, 

3. That the high rates of import 

duties produce the result that foreign 
merchandise, burdened thereby, is 
smuggled in, to the serious detriment 
of the public revenues, domestic 
manufactories, and commercial men 
of good faith. 
_ 4. The depreciation recently affect 
ing silver has also caused foreign ex- 
change to rise more than 50 per cent. 
This circumstance resting heavily on 
the value of foreign merchandise,has 
rendered difficult the importation 
thereof and invested with a prohibit- 
ive character the high rates of the 
tariff on imports. 

5. Treating of articles of general 
consumption wherein the import 
duties Spee & sum in many cases 
greater than the value itself of the 
effects, the principles of a sound poli- 
tical system favor the reduction of 
such rates, in order to increase the 
consumption thereof, as well as of the 
revenue itself. 

6. Even treating of articles similar 
to those manufactured in the country, 
and which therefore demand certain 
consideration at the hands of the 
Government, there exists the same re- 
quisite for a reduction of duties when- 
ever the protection afforded to a na- 
tional industry implies a heavy sacri- 
fice on the part of consumers, and at 
the same time stultifies the spirit of 
competition so necessary to the con- 
tinued improvement of national pro-

ducts in the line of advances in science 
and new discoveries. 

7. While, for fiscal reasons, it has 
been deemed requisite to reduce some 
of the rates fixed in the tariff in force, 
it has also been deemed advisable, in 
view of the heavy burdens resting 
upon the federal exchequer, to require 
that some articles of large consump- 
tion in the Republic, and which have 
not, up to the present, paid any duty 
upon their introduction into the coun- 
try, shall vontribute with a light duty 
of a character merely fiscal, to the 
sustenance of the obligations of the 


ARTICLE 1. The tariff of the general 
ordinance of maritime ane frontier 
custome houses of June 12, 1891, is 
modified and expanded in the provi 
sions hereinafter specified :

Art. 3.—To the notes explanatory 
of the tariff itself are added the fol- 
lowing: 

Note 306.—This note refers to para- 
graph 182 of the tariff, which includes 
as refined cottonseed oil that which, 
having been more or less clarified, is 
of color varying from gold yellow to 
straw yellow and sometimes of the 
colorless aspect of refined oils. At- 
tention should not be paid to the ex- 
istence of sediment, or the lack of 
transparency, or the turbid character 
of the oil, but only to the matter of 
its coloring as indicated. 

Note 307.—This note refers to para- 
graph 182a of. the tariff, which treats 
of crude cotton oil as the crude oil, 
of reddish brown color, that has not 
been discolored; even though hav 
ing been filtered, it may be transpar- 
ent and not have sediment. 

Art. 4.—All other notes explana- 
tory not modified by article 2 of this 
decree shall be and remain in full 
force. and vigor, even in case the 
paragraphs of the tariff to which they 
refer have been modified either by re- 
duction of the unit of rate or of the 
rate itself. 

Art. 6.—This decree shall take ef- 
fect on the ist day of December, 
1892, as far as concerns merchandise, 
the import duties whereon are re- 
duced thereby and on the first day of 
January, 1893, as far aS concerns 
other merchandise; provided, in all 
cases, the same are introduced by the 
frontier or the vessels carryiny the 
same to the port of destination enter 
such port after the hour of midnight 
of the day just preceding.

Mexican Trade and How to Secure It. 


Under this caption U. S.. Consul 
Fechet makes the following report on 
articles of interest to the readers of 
the REPORTER : 

DRUGS, CHEMICALS, DYESTUFFS, ETO. 

Until a few years ago there were 
hardly any drug importations from 
the United States. Recently some 
pushing, energetic firms have sent 
agents to Mexico, speaking Spanish 
and well acquainted with the trade, 




































and it is astonishing to see what good 
results have been accomplished. 
American preparations, and especially 
proprietary medicines, are now_seen 
in most drug stores. Before, and now 
to a great extent, French patent 
medicines were the only ones in de- 
mand or known. 

The great majority of drug stores 
are own by practicing physicians, who 
are very familiar with French pre- 
scriptions. having used French text- 
books in their studies, and they give 
the preference to French drugs. 

The sale of patent medicines is less 
than in the United States, relatively, 
on account of higher duties. Sulphate 
of quinine is now lightly taxed, and 
much is used and largely imported 
from the United States. 

With the exception of Florida water, 
imported in large qnantities and sold 
even by grocers, few articles of per- 
fumery are now imported from the 
United States. Perfumery is from 
France chiefly, and, in spite of high 
duties, is largely used. 

Ordinary unscented soaps can. not 
be imported, on account of duties. 
Fine toilet soaps are heavily taxed, 
and demand for them is confined to 
the richer classes. Cocoanut soap can 
be imported, as it pays the light duty 
of 25 cents per kilogram gross weight 
and is very largely used in Mexico for 
toilet purposes. edicinal soaps fare 
better as to duties, butshippers should 
be sure that what they call medicinal 
soaps are so classed by the Mexican 
tariff. The new tariff is a great im- 
provement on former imposts, and the 
eo notes are of the greatest 
help. Nothing is harder than to pre- 
pare the Mexican customs papers for 
an invoice of drugs. The danger of 
fines is very great, and an exhaustive 
study of the tariff is needed. 

To meet the the requirements oI 
the country, drugs, whenever prac- 
ticable, should carry descriptions and 
directions in Spanish. French drug 
houses have issued in Spanish some 
very elegantly illustrated catalogues, 
with every article shown in colors, 
and an ingenious scale allows actual 
size of goods to be shown, and weights 


are given. 
Drugs imported into Mexico should 
have their Latin names upon pack- 


ages. Packing in all drugs, etc., 
should be as light as consistent with 
safety in transportation, as the 
weights of flasks, bottles, pasteboard 
hoxes, and all interior wrappings are 
included in the weight of goods pay- 
ing duties upon legal weights. 

Caustic soda in drums_is very 
largely used throughout Mexico in 
soap making, but comes exclusively 
from England, because cheaper; and 
unless the English price can be met, 
this large trade must remain in Eng- 
lish hands. Large amounts of cotton- 
seed oil from the United States were 
imported for scap making prior to 
November, 1891, when a duty of 5 
cents per pound was imposed, and im- 
ports have almost ceased. Disinfect- 
ants, hide poisons, and sheep 
dips, are on the free list, are 
largely used, and mney come 
from the United States. ops are 
on the free list, but Englisb, 
Bohemian, and Bavarian hops now 
supply thedemand The large num- 
ber of breweries being established in 
Mexico will greatly argument the hop 
imports, »nd the Mexican market may 
well receive the attention of the hop 
growers in the United States. The 
demand for dyestuffs is very small, as 
home dyes supply the needs of ho: e 
industries. 

GLASS AND GLASSWARE. 


Plate glass has so far been mostly 
imported from Europe on account of 
cheapness and freight rates. Until 
receutly the reputation of KEuropeau 
plate glass has been favorable to 
larger importations than from the 
United States; but this is all oneness 
now, and our plate glass manufac- 
turers have only to meet European 
prices and secure as low rates of 
freight to entirely control the trade 
in Mexico, providing alwaye they 
work to secure it. The duty is 10 
cesnts per pound gross weight on 
plates of 39 inches in length or width, 
and about 7% cents per pound for 
larger sizes. As no allowance is made 
for breakage and as duty is levied 
upon gross weight, it is evident that 
packing should be as light as is con- 
sistent with safety. : 

Window glass of an inferior quality 
is made in Mexico, but American 

lass ig now more widely imported. 
Glass in houses is almost a luxury. 
Many houses in Mexico is without a 
single pane of glass. The duty is the 
same as for plate glass. 

Of table glass and glass for drug- 
gists’ use there are no manufacturies 
in Mexico. The duty of 20 cents per 
kilogram gross weight makes 
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ware of all kinds very expensive. 


Preference is given to lighter weights. 
This line was, until recently, entirely 
from Europe; but now some orders 
are placed in the United States, be- 
cause some enterprising American 
firms have sent out agents and dis- 
tributed catalogues well made up 
and only lacking full data as to 
weights to be complete. This line 
affords a good field and should be 


worked up. . 
Crockery, china, and porcelain are 


now mostly imported from Europe. 
The duty of 15 cents per kilogram 
ross weight applies to plain and 
ecorated ware. As the consumption 
is large, our manufacturers sbould 


pay more attention to this line.

Plated lamps of metal pay duty 
upon the metal with which they are 
plated. China and gless lamps pay 


on china and glass, 


Bottles for beer, wine, ginger ale 
and soda water are in large demand. 
There are no home products and sup- 
plies are wholly drawn from imports. 
The duty on bottles will be removed 
May 1, 1992, and should largely in- 
crease impocrtations, and this pos- 


sibility should receive attention. 


Lanterns can now be shipped in 
cases without paying dury upon the 


packing. 


Electric light plants are now well 
established in most towns of any size, 
and it will be well for manufacturers 
of electroliers and other appliances 
to send their 
illustrated catalogues to the local

PAINTS AND OILS. 


The duty on vils, paints, varnishes 
and painters’ utersils and supplies 


has been considerably reduced. 


Paints should be shipped ready 


mixed and packed as light as possi- 
ble, as duty is upon gross weight. 
Oils for mixing paints pa 


duty imposed upon mixed paints. 


Painters’ brushes pay now 2% cents 


per pound, and only best grades 
should be shipped. 
for all the northern 
Mexico are exclusively drawn from 
the United Stutes. 

Importations of illuminating oils 
are confined to crude and _ retined pe- 
troleum from the United States. Two 
American companies have estab- 
lished refineries in Mexico and have 
a virtual control of the trade. They 
import crude oils from the United 
States on tank cars, and have agen- 
cies in all the principal cities of 
Mexico. The high duty upon refined 
coal oils, gasoline, etc., makes direct 
importations too costly. These com- 

anies also produce lubricating oils. 
fe will be seen that the field is now 
well covered by American companies. 

Fish oils are imported to a limited 
extent for use in miners’ lamps, and 
comes from the United States. The 
duty was formerly about $2 per gal- 
lon, but has now been reduced to 40 
cents per gailon.

Safe and Unsafe Burning Oils. 


At the first meeting this session of 
the Glasgow and Scottish section of 
the Society of Chemical Industry, held 
in Glasgow recently, Mr. D. R. Steu- 
art read an interesting paper before 
a large audience on ‘The Flash- 
Point and Heat of Burning of Min- 
eral Oil.”’ Mr. Steuart said: 

In examining a burning oil the first 
thing to investigate is, whether the 
oil is-safe to handle and to burn in 
ordinary lnmps, and then, after that, 
what light it gives, etc. The safety of 
an oil is determined by taking its 
flash-point, as itis called. What the 
flash-point is meant to be is, the low- 
est temperature at which an explosion 
of the vapors given off can be got 
when a light is applied to the mixture 
of air and vapor. At this tempera- 
ture there is a flash of flame going 
immediately out. A somewhat higher 
temperature is required to evolve 
vapor sufficiently fast to keep up a 
constant flame. The lowest tempera- 
ture for this is sometimes called the 
firing-point. The old method of tak. 
ing the flash point, fixed by Act of 
Parliament, was by gradually mating 
the oilin an open cup, partly screene 
from draughts, and applying a light 
at intervals. During the experiment 
the vapors first given off diffused 
away iuto the atmosphere, and a point 
far above the true flash-point was got, 
and this, of course, gave a false im- 
ression as to the safety of the oil. 
This method was not rejected, on this 
account, however, but because differ- 
ent experimenters could not, or did 
not, strike the same point. The pres-

close test of Sir Frederick Abel. In 
this case the cup is kept covered when 
heating, and two little holes are 


opened for a moment when the light 


is applied, and we get the true flash. 
point, 
which we may expect an explosion; 


and different experimenters get the 


same result. To fix 100° as the min- 
imum safety point for oil in our cli- 


mate was, I think, a very reasonable 
thing; but to change the safety-point 
when the correct method of testing 


was sdopted was very absurd. In 
the old test 100° was about 73° in 
the new, according to certain ex- 


perimenters, and the minimum for the 
new test was fixed at 73°; that is the 
old test, giving an indication false 


by 20° or 3u°, was used for fixing the 
new safety-point as if it indicated the 
truth. hat naturally fixes the 
safety-point for any country is the 
highest ordinary temperature of the 
climate. An oil flushing at or under 
ordinary summer temperatures is 
dangerous to handle, let alone burn. 
If temperature in houses is for months 
at 80°, 73° flash-point oil is as dan- 
= as naphtha. For safety in 
amps we have to add the heat de- 
veloped by burning, and, besides that, 
add a little for safety to put the oils 
fairly out of the range of pussible ex- 
plusions. The common high tem- 
peratures of this country, 60° at least, 
plus the heat developed in the oil 
reservoir by ordinary dirty order 
(20° at least if of metal, as recom- 
mended by Abel and Redwood), plus 
10° to put the flash out of danger, 
gives 100° as the lowest temperature 
which can be allowed with any se- 
curity for the flash-point Abel test, 
for oils for ordinary household use. 
This takes it for granted that oils are 
safe in proportion to their flash- 
points, which is a matter we must 
afterwards discuss. The crude oils, 
whether shale or petroleum, from 
which our burning oils are manufac- 
tured, contain a considerable pro- 
portion of volatile oils called spirit 
and naphtha, which vaporize or boil 
at comparatively low temperatures. 
These have to be separated in the re- 
fining of the oils, otherwise burning 
oils would flash or give off combusti- 
ble vapors at ordinary temperatures. 
The separation of this volatile spirit 
is asimple matter, huppening of its 
own accord in distillation; and in 
Scotland in the manufacture of par 
affin oil from shale there is no tempt- 
ation to let any pass into the burning 
oil, for this spirit or naphtha is al- 
ways in demand, and often com- 
mands a better price than burning 
oil. AsfarasI know, Scotch man- 
ufacturers have kept the flash-point 
about 100° as minimum, whether 
naphtha was cheap or dear, Scotch 
paraffin oii generally tiashes between 
100° and 125° Fahr. In American and 
elsewhere matters are different. For- 
eign petroleum is produced in such 
quantities that the naphtha produc- 
tion is far beyond what is required. 
There is, therefore,a great temptation 
to put ia as much naphtha among the 
burning oil as possible. A great bulk of 
American petroleum is sent into this 
country betweea 73° and 80° flash 
point. The petroleum trade in Amer- 
ica has been practically in the hands 
of one great organization, which, of 
course, had no difficulty in believing 
that what suited it was good for the 
world. Manufacturers and merchants 
at home and abroad like to have free- 
dom to sell a low flash lot of oil, if by 
any chance it should be made, and 
the Government does not want to 
hamper the trade, or do anything 
that would increase the cost of light 
unless they see undoubted danger. 
There is no great class whose interest 
it is to see that the flash is kept high 
euough, and great and powerful in- 
terests are all ranged on the other 
side, so that the interests and safety 
of the people are neglected, and the 
safety point fixed far too low. The 
temperatures of 73° to 80° are com- 
mon summer temperatures, and even 
common winter temperatures in 
rooms after the lamps are lighted and 
the doors shut, particularly in the 
upper strata of the rooms, the posi- 
tion in which lamps are often placed, 
on the mantelpiece of the poor or the 
brackets of the rich. At these tem- 
peratures there is an explosive mix- 
ture over the surface of ordinary pe- 


troleum, whether in ship tank, barrel, 


tin can, orlamp fount; and so if a 


servant lass wishes her nearly out 
tirein the summer to blaze up rap- 
idly, and goes to the oil can and 
pours a little on the fire, as girls will 
persist in doing, there is great danger, 
if ordinary petroleum, of the flame 
running up the stream of oil and ig- 
niting the mixture of vapors and air 
in the can, blowing the can to bits 
and the oilinto spray, and having a

great fire. With oil of 100° fash there 
would be no danger in such a case, 
Or, if an attempt was made to charge 
the lamp while burning, as many peo- 
ple habitually do, the danger with 
ordinary petroleum would be very 
great, and with oil of 100° flash prac- 
tically nil To the poor, with the 
petroleum flashing at 75° or so, there 
is constantly lying in wait for them 
the possibility of an explosion. In 
hot summer weather it is always 
there, only waiting for the accidental 
touch of a light; and throughout the 
year, summer and winter, with every 
lamp using these low flashing oils, as 
a general rule ouce every evening, as 
the oil warms with the burning, the 
explosive mixture exists for some lit- 
tle time, and often it will exist for 
hours. The danger is therefore nota 
rare thing; it is a thing of every- 
day occurrence. So it is not at 
all surprising that explosions and fires 
in petroleum ships should not be rare; 
and that in London and other towns 
where cheap petroleum is much used, 
lamp explosions should not be infre- 
quent. The question rather is—why 
are accidents not more frequent? and 
the answer I fear, is that even the 
most ignorant people are more intel- 
ligent than the Government, and 
have been taught by dire experience 
to treat ordinary ee as a dan- 
gerous liquid. he lowest flashing 
petroleum isin some respects more 
dangerous than gunpowder, for the 
powper only ignites on applying a 
light directly to it, while the petro- 
leum insiduously exhales its vapor all 
round where no danger could be an- 
ticipated. But surely it is something 
approuching a national crime to put 
into the hands of the poor, the least 
intelligent of the people, a liquid 
which gives off a gas at ordinary 
temperatures, and yet give it prac- 
tically a Government certificate of 
safety. Yetthat is exactly whiat is 
done. There are many deaths every 
year from ordinary petroleum, none 
of which would have happened if the 
safety flash point had been left at 
10u°. Now, who is respousible for 
these easily preventable deaths, as 
well as all the destruction of prop- 
erty? Youand I, gentlemen, if we 
don’t speak out. The wetter brands 
of petroleum used by the rich, to be 
got foratriile more per gallon, are 
homogeneous in their nature, aud 
their flash-poincts range from 100° to 
125° Fabr. or so. With them, under 
ordinary circumstances, the ex- 
plosive mixture is never lying in 
wait, and there is no danger with 
them whatever if treated in any- 
thing approaching a 1eason- 
able manner. Under such eir- 
cumstances our hope wo. ld be natur- 
ally in the Government, but unfor- 
tunately it isthere that the great im- 
pedimeat lies. The Government have 
been, I think, most unfortunate in 
their advisers. Sir Frederick Abel, 
no doubt anxious to take the trade 
alovg with him, has got Mr. Bover- 
ton Redwood associated with him in 
his experiments and reports. Mr. 
Redwood, as chemist to the Petro- 
leum Association of this country, had 
long ago to advocate low-flashing 
oils, and took up the matter with 
great energy, and he became a per- 
fect fanatic on the subject. Of all the 
thousands of men in England well 
qualified to advise, how has the 

overnment stumbled on the one 
man who caunot speak a word 
on the subject without showing 
a bias which is_ perfectiy un- 
scientific? I look on the association 
of these two men as a national calam- 
ity. From Eyre & Spottiswoode can 
be got for14%d a report by Abel and 
Redwood on lamp accidents. How 
lamps may be modified to prevent ac- 
cidents is the subject, but they fully 
discuss the influence of the oil. 
Throughout there is the most one- 
sided special pleading in favor of the 
low-flashing vils. They give details 
of twenty-eight accidents with flash- 
point of oil as far as can be ascer- 
tained. They found only one high- 
flashing oil, 110°, and the accident 
was acase of oversetting. The high- 
est flash point got besides this was 
88°. The twenty-three cases of lamp 
explosion were all from low-flashing 
oils as far as could be ascertained. 
So their own table proves that 73° and 
even 88° are far too low for safety, 
and that over 100° is safe; yet they 
do not point this out, but talk as if 
the reverse was proved. They fail to 
point out the danger in the ordinary 
every day handliag of low-flash oils, 
and talk as if the only risk was explo- 
sion in thelamps. They argue that 
73°, or a lower point, is safer than any- 
thing higher and _ that this 
safest oil is at its greatest safety when 
heated from above its flash point, so 
that the air is all expelled by the 


evolved vapors (pages 5 and 9). Now 
apy person of common sense can see 
that this for common “8 and every- 
day use is very absurd. I quote their 
words: ‘‘If the flashing-poiot of the 
oil used bebelow the minimum (73°Abel 
test) fixed by law, and even if it be 
about that point or a little above it, 
vapor will be given off comparatively 
freely, but the mixture of petroleum 
vapor and air formed in the upper 
part of the reservoir of the lamp will 
probably be feebly esplosive in con- 
sequence of jhe presence of an 
excess of vapor. On the oth- 
er hand, if the flashing point 
of the oil be comparatively high, the 
vapor will be less readily or copiously 
produced, and the mixture of vapor 
and air may be more violently explo- 
sive, because the proportion of the 
former to the latter is likely to be 
lower, and nearer that demanded for 
the production of a powerfully ex- 
plosive mixture.’’ That is, they are 
of the opinion that the lower the 
flash the safer the oil. If there 
was anything in the argument, 
73° should be fixed as maxi- 
mum and not minimum. Their 
highest flash was only 88°, and conse- 
quently the greater violence of their 
highest aoa oil over their lowest 
was a matter of no moment, as even 
88° is dangerously low; but they make 
the statement as if it were of great 
importance, and put it so generally as 
to give the impression the higher the 
flash the greater the danger. ant 
body else of common sense would 
have advised to have the flash point 
high enough to be out of the region 
of danger altogether. They do the 
very reverse. They go on to gay, 
‘Experiments have demonstrated that 
the burnivg of an oil of comparatively 
high flashing point is more likely to 
cause heating of the lamp than the 
use of an oil, of comparatively low 
flashing point, in consequence of the 
higher temperature developed by the 
former, and of the greater difficulty 
with which some oils of that descrip- 
tion are conveyed to the flame by the 
wick. It therefore follows that safety 
in the use of mineral oil lamps is not 
to be secured simply by the employ- 
ment of oils of comparatively high 
flashing points (or low volatility), and 
that the use of such oils may even in 
certain cases give rise to dangers 
which are small, if notentirely absent, 
with oils of comparatively low flash- 
ing point.’”’ I am quite sure that this 
is a mistake they have made, and 
thst the very reverse isthetruth, Mr. 
Fox, present chemist to the Petroleum 
Association, has made experiments 
proving them to be wrong, and also 
other experimenters. In all my ex- 
perience I never found any corrobora- 
tion of their statement. I give ex- 
periments in the tables, proving that 
the law of the matter is that the lower 
the flash, the more danger there is of 
a high temperature being dovelcont. 
In summing up the results of their 
investigations, Abel and Redwood 
say, “In one case the oil flashed at 
73°, in one at 74°, in one at 77°, in one 
at 78°, in two at 79°, in one at 82°, in 
one at 83°, in one at 84°, in one at 86°, 
and in one at 88°, andin one at 110°. 
Therefore in one-half of the cases in 
which it was possible to determine 
the flashing puint of the oil, it was 
about 10° and upwards above the legal 
standard. In some of these instances 
the explosion was apparently of a 
more than ordinarily violent charac- 
ter.’’ Again hinting that the 
higher the flash the greater the 
danger, and still hiding the fact that 
all except the one were dangerously 
low. Further on, in advocating metal 
reservoirs, they say: ‘‘Moreover, the 
heating of the oil does not necessarily 
increase the probability of the forma- 
tion of an explosive mixture; on the 
contrary, any increased volatilization 
resulting therefrom would have the 
effect of increased expulsion of air 
from the reservoir, so that the vapor- 
ous contents would be rendered in- 
flammable instead of explosive. A 
lamp intended to bs used with ordi- 
nary petroleum oil, and having an 
unprotected burner, is in the safest 
condition when the proportion of 
vapor to air is considerably in excess 
of that required to produce an explo- 
sion.”” They say safest, when the 
oil according to their showing is 
heated far above its flash-pvoint! 
Could any words of man bring out 
more distinctly the extreme danger 
of ordinary petroleum ? I think noth- 
ing more manifestly absurd could be 
said than that there was any oat at 
allin such a state of matters. They 
themselves pointed out that many 
accidents were from oversetting, or 
from reservoir breaking. In the case 
of their so-called safest condition, if 
such accidents happened, there would 
be a sudden evolution of vapor ail 
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round, an explosion would certainly 
take place and vigorous combustion 
ensue. Moreover, before this safest 
condition could be reached by the 
heating of the lamp, in every case 
the state of greatest danger must be 
passed through. Ina lamp full ofoil 
the danger of an explosion might not 
be very great, yet still not insignifi- 
cant, seeing the alarm it might cause, 
making people lose their presence of 
mind; but with a half filled lamp 
being lighted, which many people 
_ habitually do, the danger remaius a 
long time, probably for hours, and 
the explosion if it took place might 
be the sharpest possible, whether 
with 73° flashing oil or 88°. This is 
not a matter, thank God, in which it 
is necessary for experts to instruct 
us, for any person of common sense 
can judge just as well as they, if they 
have the most elementary knowledge 
of the laws of combustion. Now, ifa 
lamp of high flashing oil was over- 
turned, the lamp would likely go out, 
or, ifthe wick continued to burn, it 
would burn quietly on the pool of oi 
for some time without inflaming it, 
would not cause alarm, und would be 
easily e.tinzuished—that is, un- 
less the oil was highly heated 
by the lamp, as it was in 
Lord Romilly s case. His death was 
caused by a metal lamp without any 
non conductor between burner and 
fount, and evidently intended to heat 
the oil to make it burn better, which 
it certainly dues. The table was over- 
turned with lam) and papers on it, 
and the burner was so insecurely 
fixed that it fell out, allowing the oil 
to flow over the papers. In Scotland 
here I have heard of many cases of 
paraffine lamps oversetting, but I 
never heard of an explosion or fire re 
sulting. No doubt oil of 73° flash can 
be burned in proper lamps with per 
fect safety, just as naphtha can, but 
no manipulation of lamps would ever 
make naphtha or 73° flash petroleum 
safe for ordinary handling. We need 
never even talk of such a thing until 
the working man is able and willing 
to give a guinea for his lamp instead 
of a shiiling a3 at present. Mr, Red- 
wood lately said: ‘* He had the honor 
of being associated with Sir Frederick 
Abel in some of his experimental 
work, and weil remembered his ex- 
pressing in his report a very dis inct 
opinion that there were no grounds 
for considering that the minimum 
legal flash-point was nut calculated 
to afford adequate protection to the 
public’. I, unfortunately, could 
not get any such report from Myre & 
Spottiswoode, or I would quot3 from 
the report itself. Think of poor 
women, coming home at night from 
a hard day’s work elsewhere, ani 
having t» iight their half-filled, dirty 
lamps, or even charge their lamps 
with oil, with an improvised light (as 
in thousands of cases every eveving 
in London alone). They are suffi- 
ciently protected vy a flash-point of 
73°! So Redwood and Abel think, or, 
at any rate, so they say. Svme time 
since I wrote to Mr. Gladstone on the 
subject, and the other dayI got an 
answer from the Home Secretary: 
‘**That he was advised that there are 
not sufficient grounds either of safety 
or convenience for an alteration of 
the existing flashiag-point for min- 
eral oils.”” The oil required by the 
War Office has to be 105° flush-point 
as a minimum; lighthouse oil, 145°. 
Now, why do the Government supply 
their servants with such dangerously 
high flashing-point if, according to 
Abel and Redwood’s teaching, 73°, or 
something lower, is safer. The 
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flash-point required is, I think, 
proof positive that Sir Frederick 
Abel neither believes in, nor acts on 
his own teaching. Well, if so; if our 
intelligent Government servants are 
not sufficiently protected unless they 
have a flash of 105°, how are the igno- 
rant poor sufficiently protected by a 
flash of 73°? There seems to be 
something desperately wrong some- 
where. Let us hope the Government 
will soon be better advised. Mr. 
Red wood’s remarks to the Society of 
Arts are well worth reading. He pre- 
tends that he thinks the experiments 
made by the million every night are 
in favor of low flashing oils, yet, 
judging from his own report, they 
are practically all from low flashing 
oils. Abel and Redwood are of opin- 
ion that metal lamps are best. he 
problem they set themselves seem 

ingly was: How can ordinary danger- 
ous petroleum be burned safely in 
lamps? Quite animpossibility. They 
suggest metal reservoirs strong 
enough to stand an explosion, and 
have low flashing oil, well warmed by 
the lamp, to drive out the air with oil 
vapors, as befure mentioned. Metal 
reservoirs are objectionable. You 
cannot see to fill the lamp without 
overflowing it. The smear itself is 
dangerous, particularly when it 
warms. It also causes the oil to sy 

phon by surface attraction, which it 
does with more speed than one would 
believe. Also, if the reservoir isa 
little too full, warming rapidly as it 
doesin metal, the oil expands and 
must get out somewhere to produce a 
blaze, either through some chink of 
the reservoir, or up the burner tube 
to cause an alarming flare of light in 
the chimney that cannot be controlled 
or extinguished by screwing down 
the lamp. My opinion is, we 
ought to have high flashing oil, and 
we should have a glass reservoir with 
non conductor between it and the 
burner. Even although the lamp 
were smashed, with the oil 20° under 
the flash point, as it would naturally 
be in such a case, the danger of fire 
would be very small, But the glass 
reservoir might be protected by metal, 
The experiments I give were carried 
out to see the effect of flash point on 
the heat developed in burning, and to 
get at that with certainty I tried to 
make out the effect of other qualities, 
such as heavy oil being present. 
chemicals left in the oil, &. When I 
commenced my experiments first, I 
wished to investigate the matter very 
thoroughly, but was prevented. How- 
ever,I tried a few experiment to satisfy 
myself, and these are what I have to 
give. My aim was to have all the re- 
sults exactly comparable. I used the 
same lamp with glass reservoir 
throughout. The tableI give of the 
oils of different Scotch companies 
may possibly be an exception, as they 
were tested pceviously, the lamp even 
in these cases was the.same one, or 
one exactly similar. I took a new 
piece of wick for eacn experiment, 
clean and dry, and always of the 
same quality, and in the cases of first 
division, even from the same ooil. 
Changing the wick each time was the 
only way to get comparable results, 
as I could not continue the same oil 
for a length of time; but by this way 
we do not get the full difference of 
good and bad oil, for some bad oils 
are cumulative in their bad results, as 
the impurities ascu mulate in the wick. 
I wished to get the highest tempera- 
ture possible for each oil, so as to get 
the differences accentuated I sold. 
ered, therefore, a little tube to the 
metal outside the chimney, at the 


same level as the burner, put mercury 
in it, and a thermometer bulb in the 
mercury. If I took only the tempera- 
ture of the oil in the reservoir, I 
thought the error of experiment 
would be great from the efiect of dif. 
ference in draughts, in a blowy day 
and a quiet ore, etc, In doing first 
division, I did not take temperature 
of oil left in lamp at all, as I knew it 
was never high enough to be near the 
flashing point of the oil: but having 
taken this in the case of the petro 

ileum, I supplemented these afterward 
with the temperature results. The 
lamp with glass reservoir isa Young's 
Duplex; and the metal lamp is a du 

plex exuctly similar, I believe; to the 
one which caused Lord Romilly’s 
death. After adjusting the flame of 
the lamp at first.to its full height we 
did not touch it after, in case one ex 

periment would get more care than 
another. The experiments and calcu- 
lations given were made by my assist- 
ant, Mr. John Woodrow. When a 
lamp burns badly it generally de- 
velops more heat than usual; the 
light is red instead of white, and the 
combustion is imperfect, giving a bad 
smell. This may arise from bad lamp, 
the air supplied not being sufficient or 
not properly reverberated on the 
flame; or from the chimney being too 
short or 80 badly shaped as to give a 
back current inside the widened part; 
or it may acise from the lamp being 
dirty and air holes being partly filled ; 
or from the wick being bad, damp or 
dirty; or from the oil being polluted 
with a trace of vegatable or animal 
oil in the dishes used for measuring 
or filling; or from the oil itself being 
bad, from retining chemicals being 
retained, or heavy oil being present. 
In the tables, I give the lamps burned 
with the air-holes free and also with 
the air-holes partly filled with candle- 
wick, so as to imitate the effect of a 
lamp in bad order. The result was 
often to decrease the light, and always 
to increase the heat. I give also the 
specific gravity of the oil and the 
flash-point. The flash point does not 
always rise in proportion to the spe- 
cific gravity, comparing paraffin oils 
by themselves, or petroleums by 
themselves; for an oil of 800 specific 
gravity say, may be either a compar- 
atively homogeneous oil of that grav- 
ity, or it may be a mixture of lighter 
and heavier oils, with 800 as the aver- 
age. My rule for fractionating is to 
make cuts with intervals of 25° or 5v° 
Oentigrade; but working with Fabr. 
thermometers, my assistants erred 
from this a little, for which I am 
sorry; but all are done comparatively 
with each other. It is much better 
to fractionate in this way than to cut 
into equal measures, say 10 per cent. 
fractions, a8 one sees at a glance the 
structure of the oil. The effect of oil 
beiug not homogeneous in structure is 
shown where light special oil 782 
is mixed with heavy marine sperm 830. 
The light was eer well kept up, 
but the heat developed was much 
greater than with either oil separ- 
ate. If the wick had been of poor 
quality the result would have 
been far more striking. A closely 
woven wick fractionates the oil to 
some extent, and the residue in the 
lamp tends to get get heavier; so that 
an oil conrainiug heavy oil with such 
a wick burns very badly after an hour 
or two, while a homogeneous 
oil burns well throughout, ith a 
very good looze wick, the heavy oil 
rises pretty well, and the burning of 
badly fractionated oil approximates 
to the well fractionated. A well-frac- 
tionated oilis nearly indenpendent of 


| wick, one with heavy residue does not 
burn well unless the wick is very good§ 
The burning cils 0’ first division 
all of similar quality, with fractiona- 
tion similar to the two given. In 
testing an oil in the laboratory all 
that boils over 300° Fahr. (572°) is 
looked ou as hurtful to the burnin 
in ordinary lamps. Ordinary paraf- 
fin oil bas a specific gravity 808 to 
815, but special lamps can burn oil of 
830 or 840 quite well. and the flash of 
these is 220 or 230° Fahr. They con- 
tain a considerable residue boiling 
over 682° Fahr. The express- 
ions “treated” and ‘‘untreated,’’ which 
I have used, refer to whether or not 
the oils were treated with acid and 
soda after the last distillation. Burn- 
ing oils are greatly influenced by a 
finishing treatment. It gives them a 
ale color, and improves the smell. 
he oil settles quite clear, but retains 
sulpho-compounds of soda, and those 
have to be washed out as thoruughly 
as possible. Whether thoroughly 
washed or not the burning of the oil 
is always somewhat harmed by the 
treatment, and if much soda com- 
pound is left in the oil the oil is much 
the worse. The sulpho compound de- 
composes in the burner, giving free 
sulphuric acid, which chars the wick 
sometimes for an inch down the 
burner-tube. The wick at the top be- 
cones quite acid tolitmus. But some- 
times the wicks are acid of themselves 
to begin with, and acidity in the 
burner is not always from the oil. As 
a rough and rapid test for the amount 
of this decomposable sulpho-com- 
pound, [ heat the oil rapidly to 330°, 
cool rapidly, and titrate the acidity. 
With care in doing the experiments 
all alike, the results are comparable. 
If left in the heat any time, the acid 
is given off as SO,, and disappears. I 
take 2,000 fl. gr. of oil, and wash it 
afterwards with 200 fl. gr. of water. I 
titrate the water with centinormal 
soda, using methylorange as indica- 
tor, and the figures I give are the 
number of fl. gr. used. Experiment 
No. II. was made for the purpose of 
tdsting the effect of much chemical 
retained. It was settled clear with- 
out further washing. The average 
OC. P, is seduced from 196 to 14°6. 
ey fractionated homogeneous 
oils are low or high in flash in pro- 
portion to specific gravity and boiling 
point. To get at the influence of 
flash-point free from any confusing 
element, I tried paraffin oil of sim- 
ilar quality, but varying in specific 
gravity, flash and boiling point, 
and therefore exactly comparable. 
Nos. 1, 2 and 8 of Table L., 
first division, have flashes respectively 
100, 155 and 230, Burned with free 
burner the temperature was practi- 
cally the samein all, being at burner 
102°, 103° and 104°, respectively, giving 
the higher flash with the higher tem- 
erature, Even this little difference, 
concluded, was from error of experi- 
ment, as I always got higher tempera« 
ture with the lower flash afterwards, 
One degree at the burner would only 
be a very small fraction of a degree 
when conducted to the oils, and dif- 
fused over it. When I tried similar 
oils with the air-holes partly filled, as 
lamps generally are, I was much as- 
tonished to find the lowest flash give 
by far the highest temperature. The 
experiments being carried on at inter- 
vals as we happened to have time, the 
circumstances as to the weather, &c., 
varied and the results vary a little one 
with another. I tried my vee best to 
invent means of getting a high tem- 
perature with high-flashing oils, as 
Abel and Redwood got for one experi-

ment at any rate; but I failed. I 
wrote to Sir Frederick Abel, giving 
my experiments, and asking him to 
give me a hint as to how I could re- 
peat his experiments ; but he answered 
that he was altogether precluded at 
the present time to give any attention 
to the subject, and that he had for 
warded my letter to Mr. Redwood. 
Mr, Redwood did not write and an- 
swer my question, and I did not trou- 
ble him with another Jetter. I thought, 
if the oil was supplied freely to a 
lamp burning well, that the higher 
temperature should be got from the 
higher specific gravity and flashing- 
point, so I burned comparable oils 
with oil supplied at constant level, 
two and ahalf inches helow burner 
against five inches, which is com- 
mon enough io lamps, and I got the 
old result, highest temperature from 
lowest flash. I tried American and 
Russian oils. I distiiled a sample of 
petroleum all over, and added 
paphtha for one half to the other 
half with the naphtha, and thus got 
comparable oils, such as I had of the 
Scotch, differing only in flash, we 
may say, with the result again of get- 
ting highest temperature with lowest 
flash-point. I tried many experi 
ments which I have not recorded, as 
each would have had to have been 
detailed separately; but all accorded 
with the results given. My experi 
ments leave no doubt on my own 
mind that Abel and Redwood’s ob- 
servations of a higher temperature 
from higher-flashing oils was a mis- 
take, and that the oils they com- 
ared had not been comparable. 
owever high a temperature their 
high-flashing oil gave, I have no 
doubt a —. comparable oil of low 
flash would have given a still higher 
temperature in similar circumstaneos. 
Torender an oil flashing at 100° as 
dangerous as an oil flashing at 73°, it 
would have to give a temperature in 
the oil vesselof 27° higher. Ihave no 
doubt if all our oils, home and 
foreign, were made of higher flash- 
point, it would render them safer 
in every respect. I have little doubt 
that to make all oils safe in this way 
would be a blessing to manufacturers, 
as well as to sellers and consumers, 
A demand for naphtha for earene 
gas, or some other purpose, woul 
soon be created; and with ensured 
safety in use, the consumption of 
oe oil and petroleum would, I 
ave no doubt, increase enormously. 
We will soon have factories driven 
by oil engines. working at the top of 
highland mountains, asd other out- 
of-the-way places, where coal as 
fue] is impossible. To give petroleum 
achance of taking its natural place 
in the world, freedom from explosive 
vapor ought to be ensured, and I 
hope the manufacturers wlll suon see 
that this is to their own advantage 
I think myself it is an immoral thing 
for either individual or company to 
make or sell oil that gives off ex- 
plosive vapors at ordinary tempera- 
ture of house lamps, without labelling 
itas dangerous. If it were not for 
that remarkable report of Abel and 
Redwood’s, I would think that no 
sane man could look on 73° flashing 
oil as anything else but extremely 
dangerous. It is a fact, of course, 
that high-flashing oils, which natur- 
ally burn cooler than low-flashin 
ones, ban be contaminated or burne 
in dirty lamps, so as to produce a 
dangerously high temperature.

The condition of trade in paints and 
colors is fairly satisfactory consider- 
ing the time of the year. The bulk of 
transactions is naturally of a jobbing 
character, the larger buyers having 
completed their purchases for the sea- 
son. There are no features worthy of 
special comment, if we except the 
gossip concerning the white lead-lin- 
seed oil amalgamation. It was ru- 
mored last week that the negotiations 
had been declared off, but it is stated 
on authority that there was no 
foundation for such a_ report. 
The committee representing the 
linseed oil interests are expected 
here next week, and until after their 
conference with the lead people 
nvuthing definite can be told regard- 
ing the proposed consolidation. As 
a matter of fact, according to one who 
is most actively interested in_ this 
matter, the subject under considera- 
tion is simply whether the Lead 
Trust, after mature consideration 
shall deem it desirable to purchase 
the linseed oil properties. All 
rumors now afloat seem to have had 
their origin in Wall street. 


White Lead, Zinc, Etc. 


Pig Lead.—A further decline has 
occurred since our last and it does 
not yet appear that the bottom has 
been touched. At 375@3 80c there 
was donsiderable trade and some 
large contracts were closed, but lat- 
terly the market has been very quiet 
and closes dull at 3 70e bid and 3 75c 
asked. The Post Boynton Strong Co. 
wire us as follows: The market is 
dull, drooping and depressed, with 
3 55@3 60c asked. Only car lots are 
saleable at the quotations. 

White Lead.—Business in a job- 
bing way continues to be of satisfac- 
tory proportions, but few large 
orders are coming in at present. 
There has been no development of new 
features and the market presents ra- 
thera ta:ne appearance but for the 
rumors concerning the contemplated 
coulition of Jead and oil interests. 
Corroders maintain their quotations 
of 6%c for 12 tona or over, 6%ec for7 
to 12 tons, 7c for 500 ths to 5 tons, and 
7c for lots of less than 500 tbs. The 
terms on lots of 500 ths or over are 
60 days, or 2%% discount for cash if 
paid within 15 days from date of in- 
voice. To make any of the above 
quantities it is allowable to include 
any assortment of packages of white 
lead, red lead, or aa or all of 
these articles. Dry white lead in kegs 
is quoted at the same prices as lead in 
oil,butin barrels a reduction of \%e per 
pound is made. No pre-payment of 
nor allowance for freight is made and 
there are no rebates. 

Titharge.— There has been no 
change in the situation. There is a 
moderate demand from consumers 
which is supplied at the former range 
of 6%@7%c tor powdered and 54%@6c 
for glassmakers.’ 

Orange Mineral.—The demand con- 
tinues moderate and is chiefly of a 
jobbing character. Prices are firmly 
maintained, and we repeat our quo- 
tations of 84%(w8%c for domestic and 
8%@9e for imported brands, accord- 
ing to quantity and quality. 

ited Lead.—Trade in this article is 
fair though only small lots are being 
taken, as arule, There has been no 
change in prices, the quotations be- 
ing 6%@7c as to quantity for domes- 
tir brands and 8%@9c for imported 
as to quality and size of order. 

Oxide of Zinc.—Manufacturers are 
still busy filling old contracts but are 
not booking many new orders. The 
market rests on a firm basis, the 
quotations remaining 4%@5c as to 
quality. Florence zincs are in the 
usual demand for the seuson and are 
firmly held at 6%c for red seal and 
7c for green seal. Where ten bar- 
rels are to be shipped in one lot, 1% 
discount is allowed, 2% for 26 bar. 
rel lots; while for single shipments, 
embracing 100 barrels, 4% is deducted, 
French zines are in little demand 
and are quoted as follows: In bbis 
of 220% lbs, 6%c for dry Antwerp red 
seal, 7%c for ditto green seal, 7%c for 
dry Paris red seal, and 9c for Paris 
green seal. The discounts allowed to

Lead Ore.—An average output of 
ore is reported from all the mines, 
but sales have diminished in amount, 
partly owing to a stagnation in the 
demand and partly on account of 
holders being disinclined to offer 
mineral at the present low 
stage of the market. Ship- 
ments were’ retarded somewhat 
this week by a lack of cars. The 
price of ore shows a steady decline, a 
drop to $40 per ton having occurred 
and lower values being expected.

Asthe end of the year approaches 
there is less and less disposition shown 
by buyers to accumulate supplies, and 
trade in most articles is confined with- 
in the limits of actual necessities. In 
some lines the currant wants of con- 
sumption are sufficiently important to 
give an appearance of activity. This 
is especially true of the grease oils, 
the demand for which 1s large, while 
the supply is limited and prices are 
held up to comparatively high figures. 
The vegetable oils are all ina firm 
position and most of them are in good 
demand. Cottonseed oil is in active 
request and has materially advanced 
since our last. The mineral oils are 
still unsettled and the demand is 
about stationary, being neither better 
nor worse than when we last wrote. 


Vegetable Olis. 

Linseed Oil.—The market still rests 
ona firm basis. The ceed marketis 
easier, but this is more than off-set by 
the dullness in cake and the low 
prices at present obtainable for that 
product. The distribution of oil con- 
tinues quite free, though the business 
in progress is almost wholly of a job- 
bing character. The quotation re- 
mains 46c for all brands with the ex- 


ception of one out of town make 
which is said to be offering at 1c per 
gallon less. 

‘ Cottonseed Oil.—The market during 
he week has experienced a sharp ad- 
vance all around. Trading. as ex- 
pected was rather slack in the early 
part of the week, but the free buyin 
of Western lard refiners stimulate 
the reluctant buyers here who had 
been holding off in hopes that the 
long looked for break in lard would 
come, but on the contary both tallow 
and other kindred greases are tending 
upwards, all of which has caused a 
better demand from soap makers for 
cottonseed.oil. While the exports have 
been heavy as compared with pre- 
vious weeks, they have. principally 
been November deliveries upon exist- 
ing contracts. In many casés export- 
ers have been instructed by their cus- 
tomers abroad to resell their contracts 
here, thus taking their profit rather 
than run the risks of securing better 
prices there later on. Reports are cur- 
rent that owing to the scarcity and the 
high prices demanded in some sec- 
tions of the South, mills are being 
closed rather than pay the price 
asked for seed. Early in the week 32c 
was freely bid for a 1,000 bbls prime 
erude and36c for alike amountof prime 
summer yellow for December delivery 
and at the same time the buyer 
was Offering to sell a like quantity at 
lc advance. Later, however, sales 
were made, as noted below, at higher 
figures. In his review of the situa- 
tion, which is certainly to the point, 
Mr. Millar, of Hopkins, Dwight & 
Co., says: ‘Those parties on Change 
who early in the season sold freely of 
Texas crude, loose, at 22c f. 0. b. 
mills, with freight guaranteed at 48c, 


are now paying Cc freight for same; 
also sold prime summer yellow at 30c 
are now free buyers of their contracts 
at 33c for crude and 37c for prime 
yellow. I predict, and I see no rea- 
son why prime crude should not sell 
at 40c, prime summer yellow at 45c, 
and butter at 50c before the end of the 
year.”” The Union Oil Co., of Provi- 
dence have advanced their winter yel- 
low to 44@46c and winter white to 
45@47c. he sales for the week 
as reported comprise 400 bbls prime 
summer yellow at 35c, 150 bbis off

The manufactured oils are rather 
quiet, but are firmly held at our quo- 
tations. 


Cocoanut Oll, &c. 


Ceylon Oil.—Owing to buyers being 
well stocked, trading has been dull 
for spot goods, which are held firm 
at 5%@5\e, as to style of package. 
There has been more inquiry for 
goods toarrive. An offer of 54c was 
accepted for 24 tons from vessel due 
in January. For later shipment 
holders are now asking higher fig- 
ures, 88 late cables give the cost 
equal to 542'4c. Cochin oil moves 
slowly at 6c for spot and 5%c from 
vessel about due. 

Olive Oil.—The market abroad is 
cabled higher though as yet this mar- 
ket has not responded although cot 
tonseed oil has advanced several 
points during the past week. There 
has only been a moderate demand for 
spot goods with sales reported of 50 
bbls at 63@64c as to quantity and 
holder. Shipments have been ad- 
vanced and are uow held at 65c 
though there arestill sellers at 63c for 
a limited qnantity. Olive foots are 
quiet as buyers are not disposed to 
pay price demanded. Stocks being 
light on the spot holders are firm at 
5%c, Shipments of new crop are of- 
fered at 5c. 


Animal and Fish Olls 


Cod Oil.—The consuming demand 
has continued fair though buyers con- 
tine their attention -to the lots 
needed for current use. There 
have been no further develop 
ments in connection with the 
reported project of bringing oil here 
from Norway. In fact the trade 
already seein to have lost interest in 
it, as an unfeasible undertaking. 
Prices have not changed during the 
week the quotations standing at 383@ 
40c for Newfoundland and 38c for 
domestic, the latter price being 
merely nominal as there is little or 
nothing offered here. 

Lard Oil.—While the market for 
extra winter dogs not appear to be as 
firm as at our last, there has been no 

uotable change in prices. Prime 

esterp, as weil as city brands, are 
quoted ai 85c,but it is intimated that 
bids of a shade less would not he 
turned down. The high price of 
prime restricts the demand, buyers 
giving the preference to the lower 
grades although those also are held 
at comparetivelv high figures. Fora 
grade a little off prime, the quotation 
is 65c. Extra No. 1 is quoted at 
52@58e, No. 1 is held at 45@48ec and 
No. 2 at 37@40c according to quality 
and size of order. The active demand, 
coupled with the scarcity and high 
cost of raw material keeps the market 
noorly supplied. The tendency is still 
in an upward direction. 

Menhaden Oil.—The market has 
been entirely cleared of Northern, 
with the exception of one lot which is 
held down East. and is not for sale. 
Since our last 500 barrels have changed 
hands, part of it being taken by Bos- 
ton parties, It all brought full prices, 
something more than the combination 
quotations, but the exact figures are 
not made public. A little Southern oil 
remains,but how mvch can not be as 
certained at this wiiting.

Asthe month drew to a close the 
operators on the exchange began to 
realize that statistics could no longer 
be ignored, and consequently they 
were more than usually cautious, but 
neither were their convictions of such 
strength as to prompt them to ap- 
proach the ring as purchasers. That 
there were few longs or shorts was 
shown by the small transfers from 
December to January delivery and 
these also show the insignificant 
proportions to which speculative 
irading on the exchange has de- 
generated. The opening of the 
new month witnessed some improve. 
ment, but it did not come without 
effort, though there were few but ack- 
noweledged the monthly field report, 
which showed a decrease in new pro- 
duction of nearly 2,000 bbls, warranted 
an advance. Every point, however, 
was contested, and although there 
were more buyers the sellers appeared 
content to take advantage of any up- 
ward turn. The failure of the market 
to respond more promptly and effect- 
ively to the stronger field situation 
was largely due tothe course of the 
Operators on the Oil City and 
Bradford exchanges, who are mainly 
composed of producers, or of brok- 
ers employed by them, who have 
been offering oil freely on every up- 
ward turn. Local operators ¢laim 
that the producers have themselves 
prevented a more substantial ad- 
vance. The time was ripe fcr an ad- 
vance and had they withheld their 
offers the price would have gone 
steadily up, but their scramble to un- 
load and take advantage of the first 
upward turn has been to their in- 
jury. The statistical situation has 
also grown in strength during the 
past month and the daily pipe line re- 
ports show a difference between runs 
and deliveries of fully 20,000 bbls per 
day, which would indicate a larger de- 
crease in stocks than during October. 


The transactions during the past 
week show an increase over those of 
the previous week, the sales footing 
up 183,000 bbls against 25,000 bbls for 
the preceding week. The clearances 
of the local exchange amounted to 
576,000,bbls, against 80,000 bbls during 
the preceding week. The total clear- 
ances reported for the Oil City ex- 
change amounted to 2,764.000 bbls, 
against 858,000 bbls for the preceding 
week. The highest price of the week 
was  recorde on Friday, when 
54%\c was reached. The lowest pointof 
the week was 50%c, and was touched 
on Wednesday. ‘lhe opening price last 
Monday was 5ic, and the close this 
noon was at 53%c, showing a gain of 
2%c as a result of the week’s trading, 
while the extreme range of fluctua- 
tions for the week was 3%c. ‘here 
were no sales of buckeyes,

REFINED AND PRODUCTS. 


The demand for refined, both bar- 
reled and bulk, has latterly been ac- 
celerated by apparently authoritative 
reports to the effect that France 
would impose a largely increased im- 
port duty to go into effect on the 
opening of the new year. This has 
caused the bulk of.the shipments to 
be made to French ports and these 
will probably continue until the mid- 
dle of the month or to as late a date as 
will admit to insure the arrival in 
France before January 1. The de- 
mand for other points has also been 
active and the total engagements for 
the week foot up about 255,000 bbls, 
The price of barreled oil was on 
Monday reduced to 5°50c for New 
York loading, 5°45¢c for Baltimore 
loading and 5°45¢ for Philadelpnia 
loading. Bulk oil has also been re- 
duced to, 3°00c here, and to 2°95¢ 
at Philadelphia and Baltimore. The 
principal foreign markets are easier. 
To-day’s quotations by cable 
were: Antwerp, 13f; Bremen, 5°55m; 
London, 4%@4%d, and Liverpool, 
4%@4%d. Freight rates are steady at 
1s 94@z2s hence to London, and 2s@ 
3s to Continental ports, as to port and 
vessel. Home trade lots have been in 
active request and are easier on the 
basis of 74%@7%c for 150° water white, 
and Western at 74@7\ce. 

Cases for export have been in active 
request, and sales of about 425,000 
are reported. The price for plain 
tops has been steady at  6°30c. 
Freight rates are steady. ‘The 
nominewl rates for large vessels are: 
For Java, 20@21c; Japan, 19%@2vc;

Passenger rates from,Cincinnatiand 
Louisville to Chicago, are cut from 
$8.50 to $1.50. 

Chicago lines will not prorate with 
the warring Ohio river lines, and they 
give notice that Ohio river coupon 
tickets will soon be taken off the 
racks, unless the passenger war is 
settled.

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quently and carefulty practised, at 

least half the crop was saved, while 
in some cases exceptional care saved 
it all, Tho high prices due to the 

failure in other districts, both in this 
country and Europe, have to a large 
extent compensated for the falling 
offin the aggregate production. so 
that the growers will have a good re- 
turn on theirinvestment. 

Since hops were first planted in the 
valleys of the Puget Sound country, 
nearly thirty years ago they have 
been free from the little pests until 
lastsummer. Then they made their 
appearance simultaneously in all the 
yards and caused a loss of about one- 
third in the crop. 

Another new problem had te be 
solved this season. In consequence 
of the outbreak of smallpox in Brit- 
ish Columbia, and to a slight extent 
on the Sound, the Northern Indians, 
who have in former years’ been 
chiefly relied upon to pick the crop, 
were afraid to come down the coast. 
Hitherto they have begun their sum- 
mer migration to the hop fields a 
month or two in advance of the sea- 
son, lingering on the way to hunt and 
fish. They come in great fleets of 
canoes from asfar North as Alaska, 
contractors hiring whole tribes be- 
fore hand. 

This year the growers had to rely 
on the Indians of the Sound and 
(principally) on the whites. They in- 
duced the school boards of Seattle 
and Tacoma to make arrangements 
that any children who wished to go 
into the hop fields with their parents 
should lose no credit by non-attend- 
ance, and then they opened a move- 
ment for a hop-pickers’ picnic for 
whole families from the two oities. 
They proclaimed the attractions of 
the work, telling how it was light and 
easy to learn, s0 that whole families 
could engage in ittogether and earn 
good wages, that it was done entirely 
in the open air in the pleasant fall 
weather, and that they had provided 
good bunk-houses for the pickers,The 
result was that the crop was picked 
almost entirely by whites, and Indian 
labor is probably a thing of the past, 
an end which has -been sought for 
several years. 

The shortuess of the oor in nearly 
every district in the world has caused 
a movement to hold the crop for high 
prices. One leading grower has is- 
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sued a circular to the growers in- 
forming them of the shortage. pre- 
dicting that fortv cents will be offered 
within two months, and telling tnem 
they have the game in their hands, if 
they will only sell slowly and hold 
out for their price. Visions of a dol- 
lar a pound, the price to which 
the crop of 1882 rose, are likely to 
cause many to follow this advice, 
whether to their profit or sorrow will 
soon be known.

Japanese Menthol. 


The medicinal use of menthol in 
China and Japan goes back into the 
dateless ages. Isolated reference to 
its application in the East are met 
with here and therein the records of 


Western travellers in those parts, but | 


we shall probably never know the 
name ofits discoverer orethe early 
history of its intreduction. We do 
not even know with absolute cer- 


tainty when, and by whom, menthol | 


crystals were first brought to the 
notice of European pharmacologists, 
says the Chemistand Druggist. Itis 
said that they have been used phar- 
maceutically on the Continent 
as long ago as the end of the last 
century, but if that statement is capa- 
ble of proof, the drug must have 
fallen into oblivion shortly after its 
introduction,’ for it was certainly 
utterly unknown, even by repute, to 
most persons in the drug trade 
twenty-five years ago. Somewhere 
about 1864 a consignment of the drug 
was received in London under the 
name of Chinese peppermint oil, and 
passingly commented upon for its 
curious pruperty of solidifying with 
afallin the temperature. To the 
late Mr. John Mackay, of Edinburgh, 
belongs the distinction of first hav- 
ing called the attention of British 
pharmacists to the valuable proper- 
ties of menthol. Mr. Mackay is be- 
lieved to have brought ‘‘Po-Ho oil’’ 
with him from Paris, where it was 
then sold, in the small red-labeled 
Chinese bottles familiar to Eastern 
travelers, as a kind of proprietary 
article. Had menthol been an utterl 
valueless quack medicine, it would, 
perhaps, have taken Europe by storm 
then and reigned for a season, just 
long enough to gather a fortune for 
its first exploiter. But as the drug 
happened to have a solid therapeutic 


value it had to wrestle through the 
familiar stages of contumely, ridi- 
cule, animosity and unreasoning un- 
popularity, just like any new creed or 
reformer. The commercial history 
of menthol practically dates from 
1878, when an English firm in Yoko- 
hama made a small shipment of it to 
London, determined not to rest until 
they had succeeded in securing for 
the remedy a footing upon the mar- 
ket. After many months their ship- 
ment went back, with a note from 
the agents, announcing that ‘the 
stuff’ could not be sold here, as no 
one knew what to do with it. But 
the Yokohama firm persevered, and 
they reaped their reward. Four 
years later, menthol crystals were 
the rage of the season, selling at 60s. 
per pound wholesale, and carried 
about in cone-shape by all persons 
with any pretence to the possession 
of a civilized nervous system. 

That was the hot youth of the 
drug, when Cocking and Christy were 
kings, and the vicissitudes of specu- 
lators alternated between the poles 
of elationand despair as rapidly as 
those of the lovers in an Adelphi 
melodrama. But though the twenty 
years of menthol in Europe have 
been immeasurably more exciling 
than all its cycles of Cathay, the 
drug has since settled down to anem- 
inently respectable position among 
the well-established articles of com- 
merce. Perhaps its early excesses 
may be due to the circumstance that 
it was not quite happy in all of its 
first sponsers. Anyhow, it came to 
stay, and has settled down in our 
midst to a steady career of useful- 
ness in the inhaler, plaster, cone and 
snuff lines, and only recalling the 
days when its heart was volcanic by 
ah occasional splutter of mild spec- 
ulative energy. 

Such a period of decorous excite- 
ment is nowin progress. The men- 
thol stocks in Europe are believed 
to be very small; the shipments from 
Japan are known to have fallen off 
considerably. Previous to 1890 no 
separate official records were kept. of 
peppermint oil and crystals. In that 
year the shipments of menthol alone 
rom Japan amounted to 36,091 Ibs. ; 
in 1891 they were 22,017 lbs.: and in 
the first half of 1892 4,684 lbs. That 
is a very considerable reduction, par- 
ticularly significant because a much 


smaller proportion of theexports now 
goes to Europe and America than 
tormerly. During the first six 
months of 3892, only 1,000 lbs. were 
cleared in Yokohama for New York, 
880 Ibs. for Hamburg, and 320 lbs, for 
New York. There exists a_ wide- 
spread belief that the coming 
winter will witness a_ recrude- 
scence of the influenza _ epe- 
demic, and that we may prepare our: 
selves fora cholera visit next sum- 
mer. Menthol has been widely 
recommended as a remedy for the 
one, and peppermint oil as a prophy- 
lactic against the other complaint. 
Furthermore, the Eastern exchanges 
have lately taken a turn for the 
better, and any small advance in 
silver reacts at once upon the value 
of Japanese goods, hese are the 
main points upon which the bull 
speculators rely for a continued rise 
in menthol crystals, the price of 
which nas already advanced from 
about 7s. 6d. in April last to 12s. per 
pound at the present time. Their 
hopes appear to rest upon pretty 
solid foundations, but the serious 
factor of the unknown stocks that 
may possibly be held in China and 
Japan, and for the non-existence of 
which we have no other security 
than the assurances of a few specu- 
lators, should not be left out of ac- 
count. The price is now higher than 
it has been since the beginning of 
1887. It appears to us that one of 
the facts most likely to exercise an 
advancing influence upon the price 
of menthol must be sought for in the 
fact, which now appears fairly con- 
clusively established, that the oe 
prices of Japanese peppermint oil 
and of menthol since 1887 have been 
too low to make it worth the while of 
the producers to place their land 
under the very exhaustive pepper- 
mintcrop. There are two harvests 
of the herb in Japan, the principal 
one in June and the smaller one in 
August. Allowing for the time re- 
quired for the distillation and mar- 
keting of the product, the last of the 
oil and crystals of this year’s harvest 
ought to be now well on the way 
from Japan; and the fact that the 
exporters there offer very sparingly, 
and require higher and higher prices 
for their hoidings, also goes some 
way to uphold the views of those who 
“think well’’ of the article.

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clays with which they are closely agso- 
ciated, though they appear to show 
more evidences of stratification. 
They are so closely associated with 
the limonite and clays that their dee 
posits appear to be greatest where 
the limonite and clay deposits are 
greatest. 

The Cherokee deposits appear to 
occur along the crest of two sharp 
parallel anticlinals covered by debris, 
that runina general Northeast and 
Southwest course and are from 150 to 
200 yards apart. Between these anti- 
clinals is a sharp synclinal. and it is 
more than probable that some of the 
bauxite deposits of the anticlinals, as 
irregular stratified seams, are con- 
nected, or are continuous, under the 
surface, across the synclinal trough. 
The largest limonite and clay de- 

osits of this immediate section are 
n the synclinal trough, and it is be- 
lieved thatfuture developments will 
show the largest bauxite deposits to 
be also in the trough. The bauxite, 
in places at least, ison the top ofa 
friable sandstone and under or in the 
lower part of an unctuousclay. The 
limonite is usually on the top or in 
the lower part of this unctuous clay. 
In places, however, there is bauxite 
seemingly on the topof the limonite, 
and in still orher places it occurs in 
the clay as large masses and as small 
nodular concretions, 

The Calhoun deposits, in the few 
shallow cuts that have been made 
upon them, also appear to be on the 
top ofa sharp anticlinal. The Cle- 
burn deposit has never been dug 
into and shows only as a few loose 
bowldees on the surface. 

The Alabama bauxites have not as 
yet been dug into sufficiently to en- 
able even a rough approximate esti- 
mate to be formed as to their quan- 
tity, still enough has been done on 
the Cherokee deposlts to show that 
they alone have in them an immense 
amount of ore. They show on the 
dip in limonite old diggings to the 
depth of 75 feet. In one limonite old 
digging, the Dykes Bank pruper, the 
bauxite, as an irregular seam about 
60 feet thick, shows from the top to 
the bottom of the digging about 75 
feet deep. This is the only place in 
which the full thickness is shown, 
though in half a dozen other placss 
from a few feet to 50 feetin thickness 
of it can be seen. It has been seen 
by the writer at intervals on both of 
the anticlinals for a distance of about 
one and a half miles, and it is said to 
show at intervals on both anticlinals 
for a distance of nearly five miles. 

The Calhoun deposits show at in- 
tervals in a north-north-east and 
south-south-west course for about 250 
yards. They have not been dug into 
sufficiently to show either the thick- 
ness or even the quality of the ore. 
In one of the pits or trenches, how. 
ever, a thickness of about 25 feet of 
ore can be seen. 

The Alabama bauxites are mostl 
concretionary or  pisolitic, thoug 
some of them are earthy or clay-like. 
The eyes or concretions are usually 
of the size of a small pea, though 
sometimes they get to be irregular 
concretionary nodules of some two 
inches in diameter. The earthy or 
clay-like variety has often a metallic 
ring. The Alabama bauxites are of 
white, red, and gray colors.

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Alabama Bauxite.* 
BY HENRY M’CALLEY. 


Bauxite was first discovered in Ala- 
bama in 1889. The first discovery 
was at the Dykes Limonite Banks, 
Cherokee county. Since then it has 
baen found at the Walker Limonite 
Banks, near Jacksonville, Calhoun 
county, and at the Laney Old Man- 
ganese Banks, Cleburn county.t+ 
These deposits are all in the lower 
part of the Lower Silurian. The Cher- 
okee and Calhoun deposits are at the 
bottom of the Knox Dolomite of Saf- 
ford of Tennessee, now believed to be 
Upper Cambrian. The Cleburn de- 
posit is in the a part of the Weiz- 
ner Quartzites, Middle Cambrian, be- 
lieved to be identical with the Chil- 
owee Sandstone of Safford. They are 
all in. sections of country that are 
badly broken up by sharp folds and 
great thrust faults, and in which the 
characters of the cocks have been 
greatly changed, doubtless by the 
great heat produced in their folding 
and faulting. They are all pocket de- 
posits, though they occur along reg- 
ular leads and show more or less 
stratification in all of the cuts that 
have been made upon them. They 
occur about as do the limonite and

This analysis shows the Cherokee 
ores to be of very fine quality. They 
carry, as said by the manufacturers, 
a@ somewhat smaller percentage of 
alumina than do the Baux, or Fronce, 
ores with which they come in compe- 
tition, but that they are more soluble, 
and hence are more valuable. 

Up to date only about 5,000 tons of 
bauxite has ever been shipped from 
Alabama. It has gone to Philadel- 
aphia and Natrona, Penn., and to 
Syracuse, Buffalo and Brooklyn, N.Y., 
and to other places. It has been used 
principally for the manufacture of 
alum by the sulphuric acid method. 
The Alabama ores cannot be laid 
down in the above markets as cheaply 
us the Baux ores, and hence, if it was 
not for their superiority, they could 
not compete at all with the Baux ores. 
As it is, the profits are said to be 
small, and soltis not likely that the 
bauxite industry.of Alabama willle 
come very. great until a home market 
is created tor the ore. This, it is 
hoped, will soon be} the case, as an 
aluminum plant is said to be now 
under way near Rome, Ga,

Prices are firmly 
maintained at the range of 50@60c as 
to quality and quantity. There is 
not much demand for blood, which is 
nominally quoted at 17@18c for prime 
according to seller and size of order. 

Alizarine.—The market occupies 
the same rosition as for some time 
past. The demand is of a mcderate 

obbing character, and is supplied at 
17@18c as to quantity for the leading 
brands. 

Aniline Colors.—The demand for 
the specialties is of satisfactory 
volume considering the season,but the 
general list does not receive much at- 
tention, byyers regulating their pur- 
chased in accordance with actual 
necessities. Prices are without quot 
able change though still more or less 
unsettled. 

Aniline Oil.—Advices from the other 
side are to the effect that the price of 
benzole hasimproved somewhat, but 
that. has had no effect upon the mar- 
ket for aniline oil, and it is evident 
that a much greater improvement 
will have to take place in the raw ma- 
terial before an advance in the pro- 
ducts will occur. The demand for 
the oil continues light and prices are 
nominal at our quotations, 


Aniline Sall.—There are no new 
features other than the reported im- 
provement in the price of raw mate- 
rial, which has so far had no iaflu- 
ence here. There is very little busi- 
ness in progress and prices favor the 
buyer though showing no quvutable 
change. 

Bichromale of Polash.—The market 
is in the same condition as at the 
date of our last. A fair consuming 
demand is supplied at the established 
prices of 104%@l11c as to quantity. 

Cutch.—Market is rather easy. Offers 
to sell at 5c on the spot are quite freely 
made, and it is intimated that a shade 
less will buy, though this lacks con 
firmation. Buyers are holding off and 
no business of importance has come 
under our notice during the week. 
Futures are relatively higher than 
spot cutch and are neglected. Stock 
afloat is quoted at 5c, and shipments 
at 5c. 

Divi Divi.—Only small jobbing 
sales are being made at the former 
range of $70@75, as to quality, for 
the best stock here. Inferior grades 
are to be had down to $50 and possi 
bly less, but attract no attention. 

Dyewoods.—There has been a sharp 
advance in logwood ° St. Mare has 
sold to arrive at $32, about 400 tons 
having been reported as taken at that 
price. There have also been sales of 
250 tons of Gonaives at $33, and no 
more can be had at that figure, hold- 
ers being confident that they can get 
$35. There is very little Gonaives 
offering and, in fact, all kinds are 
scarce. The advance is due to the 
low rate of exchange and the very 
limited supplies at primary sources, 
As sellers there are getting no 
more money than when prices were 
lower here, and have to go further 
and further into the interior for the 
wood, there is no particular induce- 
ment for them to cut it. Con- 
sequently very little logwood has been 
brought to the coast for some time 
past. The market closes firm with an 
upward tendency. 

Dyewood Ezxtracts.—The demand 
continues moderate and of a jobbing 
character. The market has not been 
affected by the advance in the raw 
material, prices still being unsettled. 

Gambier.—The spot market is some- 
what firmer, as supplies in store have 
been materially reduced and there is 
little more to be had from vessel. The 
demand has improved and although 
the market cannot be called active, 
more business was done the past week 
thao for some time previous. The 


transactions on the spot include 500 
bales from store at 4%c and 300 bales 
ex-ve-sel at 4%c. There has also been 
more inquiry for futures and we hear 
of sales of 450 bales to arrive afloat at 
4%c and 400 bales for shipment at 
45-16c. The monthly statistics have 
not yet been made up owing to some 
difficulty in getting at the quantity of 
stored stock. Weexpect tv be able to 
present the figures in our next issue. 

Indigo.—Nv features of fresh inter- 
est have been developed here since 
our last, Advices from abroad con- 
tinue to report an upward movement 
in prices, owing to the shert produc- 
tion, and this market is correspond- 
ingly firm, though without quotable 
change. There is a good demand at pre- 
sent quotations, which are $115@1 25 
for low grade Bengals, $1 25@1 40 for 
medium and $1 40@1 75 for the finer 
kinds as to quality. Manilla is about 
out of the market, and is nominally 
quoted at 65@75c. Gautemala is held 
at 75c@$1, and Madras at 40@55c. 

Prussiate of Potash.—Dealers report 
a fair consuming demand anda steady 
market, the quotations remaining 22@ 
22%c for contract lots, and 28¢ for 
smaller quantities. 

Sumac.—The market is bare of — 
plies of Sicily, the remaining stock, 
about 100 bags. having been sold 
since our last at $65@7v. There is 
further inquiry and sales of 300 bags 
to arrive have been made during 
the week at $62 50@65. There is a 
steamer due next week, but all or 
nearly all of the sumac on her has 
been sold already. Another vessel is 
expected to get here about the end of 
the month. Virginia is firmer and 
slightly higher. Manufacturers 
claim that prices recently obtained 
admitted of no profit. A consider- 
able quantity has been sold to go to 
Philadelphia and Wilmington, but 
not much is wanted here. We get 
sales of 300 bags to arrive at New 
York at a shade under $43. No bus- 
iness of consequence on the spot is 
reported. The closing quotation was 
$43 to arrive and $45 on the spot, 





Boston Dye Market 
(Special to the ReEvoRTER.) 

Gambeer. — The market is rather 
quiet, in fact dull, but the position is 
firm. The principal feature at this 
writing is that theship Daniel I. Ten- 
ney is in port with 2,135 bales, of 
which about 700 bales will go into 
store. Ex store, Bcston, 4%@4%c 
according to quantity; forward ar- 
rivals, 4%c. Cubes are thought to 
be firmer than they were last week, 
but there is not much change: No. 1, 

%c; No. 2, 6c. 

Sumac.—lIt is noted that Sicily is in 
better supply than for some time 
past, for it will. be remembered that 
stocks have been previously reported 
very scarce here. Abroad the mar- 
ket is steady and firm, manufacturers 
finding it difficult to make shipments 
on account of the large amount of 
fruit being offered. Ex stcre, $65; 
forward arrivals, $63. Virginia is in 
very slow movement, but moderate 
stocks hold the market steady at 
$4 @45; to arrive, $43. 

Cutch.—Only very moderate move- 
ments can be reported, and the mar- 
ket is quiet in all directions: S. M., 
spot, 4%@5c; to arrive up to April 
first, 5°4¢, Star B, to arrive, 6%c. 

Indigo.—There is a fair business 
doing here at firm prices. The Cal- 
cutta market is excited and con 
Stantly advancing, an advance of 10 


rupees just having been cabled. 
The market here is firm with 
the outlook for higher prices. Stocks 


here are being steadily reduced. The 
Calcutta season is now on, which is 
the controlling feature of the market 
at the present time. Bengals, fine, 
$1 50@1 60; medium, $1 40@1 50; fair 
medium, $1 30@1 40; Madras, 55c; 
Kurpah, fine, $1 20@1 25; ordinary, 
$1 15; Guatamala, ordinary, $1 05. 

Madder.—The market holds very 
firm indeed, with a fair trade and 
moderate stocks High grade, 13%@ 
15c; inferior, 10@12ce. 

Woods.—Logwood continues in the 
same light supply as has been pre- 
viously reported. there being no 1m- 
provement in arrivals, which are very 
limited. The market is consequently 
very firm. From the noth side of 
Hayti $33 50, from the soath side 
$25 50, Laguna $35@37, Jamaico $29@ 
30. Fustic is quiet, and there is no 
cheap grade, or Savanilla, in the mare 
ket. Tampico is he:d at $30@32.

Petroleum Fuel for Torpedo Crafts. 


Before long we may see our navy. 
like some others, trying liquid fuel 
for a certain portion of its smaller 
vessels. It may not be introduced in 
all war ships, for the reason which, 
apart from other considerations, would 
also prevent it from being universally 
used on merchant vessels, namely, its 
cost. This is now more than that of 
coal, and a general resort to it would 
presumably, by increasing the ratio 
of demand to the supply, increase its 
price, while perhaps decreasing that 
of coal, and so making the difference 
still stronger. There are possibilities 
of discovering new supplies of petro- 
leum; but these, too, may be offset 
by enlarged demands for illuminating 
and industriai purposes. However, 
this country, like Great Britain and 
Russia, has an advantage over some 
others in its supply of the natural oils. 


An_ objection formerly strongly 
urged tothe use of petroleum as fuel 
was the danger of explosion. Nowa- 
days the peril has been diminished 
by improved methods of stowing, de- 
rived in part from experience in 
transporting it as an article of com- 
merce, The improved tanks, the 
joints and other appliances connect- 
ing with them and the devices for 
carrying off the gases which arise 
from an incroase of temperature, and 
even from agitation, have made it a 
less dangerous cargo than formerly. 
The oil 18 still liable to ooze through 
the best joints, and in addition to the 
stability of the vessel may be some- 
what affected by the easy displace- 
ment of liquid fuel in the bunkers 
when the ship rolls, though this may 
be in part checked by compartments 
and a proper location of the tanks. 

Then, of course, there is the danger 
that the oil may be set afire by a hoa 
tile shot. And again, if this peril can 
be avoided, such ashot might be at 
least let out the contents of a bunker. 
If it should be stored so far away in 
the bottom of the ship as not to risk 
being hit, it would be obviously sacri- 
fice the protection for the machinery 
so much relied upon in the coal bunk 
ers of warships. Another objection 
to oil in foreign cruising is that it 
might require the erection of supply 
stations in various parts of the world. 
with tanks and pipes for taking it 
aboard rapidly. Our country has not 
the foreign possessiuns for this pur- 
pose, and even in time of peace would 
presumably have to wait, unless it 
went to much expense, until the use 
of vil became general enough tocause 
these appliances to be established for 
marine uses in foreign countries. 

But the last-named objection need 
not apply to torpedo boats and harbor 
defence craft intended mainly for use 
in home stations. And, as to the 
various other objections, even a year 
ago Past Assistant Engineer Rae, of 
our navy, found from a careful study 
of the subject that there was ‘no 
more danger with petroleum than 
with any other explosive.”’ Indeed, 
a moment's reflection will show that 
the magazines of a war ship always 
contain the elements that would blow 
her to pieces; and yet such are the 
precautions and the discipline that 
real peril from such a source is not 
thought of. He also found, with re- 
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| zara to certain other objections. 


at “the deposition of solid 
carbon -and the consequent choking 
of the pipes has been avoided by 
not gasifying but atomizing the pe- 
troleum, in which state it is thor- 
oughly mixed with air and com 
pletely burned.” His conclusion was 
that “‘all the difficulties in the burn- 
ing of oil for the purpose of generat- 
ing steam have. been surmounted, 
and it may safely be declared a suc- 
cess.”’ Since then the torpedo board 
has examined the subject. and finds 
that torpedo boats in foreign service 
have used petroleum both in a liquid 
and solid form. and that it is also 
employed in a large number of man- 
ufacturing establishments. With 
weights of fuel equal, it is believed 
that atorpedo boat burning oil will 
have the following advantages over 
one that burns coal: 

1. Her radius of action will be 
greatly increased. 

2. Her fuel can be stowed more con- 
veniently and never need trimming. 

3. Her fire-room force ueed not be 
so great, owing to greater facility in 
tending fires 

4, Her fires will be under better con- 
trol, enabling her to stop, slow, or 
quickly increase her speed with greater 
ease, economy and rapidity. 

5. The absence of flames and sparks 
will increase her efficiency, both in 
attack and retreat, and the absence of 
ashes and dust will make her more 
comfortable to live in. 

6. Her boilers and boiler tubes will 
last longer, suffeering less deteriora- 
tion. 

Astothe number of firemen em- 
ployed, that is a decided consideration 
for our navy, which is short of men, 
and also sometimes finds trouble in 
getting competent stokers. Where 
two are now required fur a torpedo 
boat on each watch, one would be 
enough. The absolute reduction 
would beso much the greater in the 
large cruisers, but, wherever made, 
it would allow the surplus of good 


‘firemen to go toother vessels burn- 


ing coal. This reduction in the num- 
ber of firemen implies a correspond. 
ing dimunition of weight as well as of 
cost in food and quarters. ‘These 
points are to be mentioned mainly as 
an offset to the cost. 

As to the other advantages, the 
increased range of action or time 
during which a boat can be kept at 
sea without refueling is obvious with- 
outcomment. The ease and sperd of 
firing up at sea and the getting rid of 
the work of clearing tubes and grates 
and trimming the coal in the bunkers 
would decrease the fatigue of the men 
employed to attend to the machinery. 
It is evident, too, that a boat with 
such fuel would be less likely to have 
its presence discovered by an enemy, 
and might therefore creep to an at- 
tack with an advantage. There is a 
chance, therefore, that at least for 
torpedo boats, which are not expected 
to do much cruising in time of peace, 
bat in war must be kept at their high- 
est possible efficiency without regard 
to cost, petroleum will displace coal. 
The subject has been of minor im- 
portance to our navy hitherto, but 
with the increase in torpedo craft it 
will prove of greater consequence.— 
Washington Cor. Sun.
